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14 volunteers making calls 
Village trustee begins 
phone information plan 


by LYNN AS1NOP 


Wheeling Trustee Don Jackson has 


started a telephone Information program 
to keep In closer contact with the views 
and attitudes of village residents. 


Jackson, only trustee elected on The 


Wheeling Independent Party ticket, said 
yesterday that he began thinking about 
the program when a Herald survey 
showed that a large number of village 
residents were unaware of a federal 
grand jury investigation Into Wheeling 
building and zoning practices. 


"I just thought that the perspective Is 


so limited when you talk to your own 
friends and neighbors only," ho said. 


In order to get greater feedback on vil- 


lage Issues, Jackson has organized a 
group of 14 volunteers who have been 
making random telephone calls to village 
residents. The first project of the group 
was to get reaction to a proposed motor 
freight terminal development south of 
Hlntz Road, which Is now before the vil- 
lage board. 


Jackson said ho originally expected 


about 10 per cent of those contacted to be 
familiar with tho Issue. "But It was 
much more encouraging than I thought It 
would be," he said.

The trustee said that although the 


phone survey Is incomplete, preliminary 
results show that most persons contacted 
were aware of the proposed development 
and most were opposed to It. 


"IN THE BEGINNING, of course, we 


arc experimenting and we want to be as 
objective as possible," Jackson said. He 
said that he therefore developed a specif- 
ic list of questions. The callers asked 
residents: if they were aware of the is- 
sue; if they were In favor of the devel- 


opment or opposed to it; if they would 
like further information; and if they 
would like to be contacted on future is- 
sues. 


The trustee said the phone calls served 


two purposes. He said they first of alt 
gave him an indication of the attitudes of 
residents. Secondly, he noted that if the 
residents were unaware of the issue, the 
caller then read a capsule account of the 
issue designed to be as objective as pos- 
sible. 


"We'll not only get opinions, but get 


information out to the people," he said. 
"It can't help but arouse some citizen 
reaction." 


Jackson said all the phone calls are 


made at random by merely going 
through the phone book. He said he even- 
tually hopes to get 25 volunteers to con- 
duct the phone surveys, with each volun- 
teer coiling ten residents. 


According to the trustee, the program 


appears to be well-received by those rest- 
dents contacted. "I plan to keep it up if 
it goes as it has so far," he said. Jackson 
said, however, he would reevaluate the 
project to see If the volunteers should be 
geared towards collecting opinions or 
providing Information on various issues.

The shuttlebus will be operated on on 


unscheduled basis, picking up passengers 
at the various shopping centers and re- 
turning them to the bus stop of their 
choice. Test runs conducted last week, 
however, indicate that the shuttlebus will 
pass through each shopping center at 25- 
40 minute Intervals. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said he 


felt "confident that the Improved service 
that will result from the use of the shut- 
tlebus will make the village trans- 
portation system more practical and con- 
venient for the citizens of Wheeling." 


PASSOLT suggested 
the shuttlebus 


earlier this year when some residents 
said the regular village bus did not pick 
up passengers at shopping centers at 
convenient intervals. The manager urged 


residents to make use of the shuttlebus 
to provide a "quick trip home." 


The shuttlebus will operate during the 


regular bus service hours Monday 
through Saturday. Revisions In its oper- 
ations may be made at a later date ac- 
cording to the demand for the shuttlebus. 


Passolt said earlier this month that he 


Is In the process of considering revisions 
of the regular bus schedule. He said, 
however, he has not had time to review 


the bus statistics and would prepare a 
report on the matter hi the future. 


In Its first few months of operation, the 


number of residents riding the bus ap- 
peared to grow slowly but steadily. No 
surveys of cosh collections or passenger 
load have been made since early in the 
year, so no information is available on 
the growth of the bus service In recent 
months. Passolt said he will update the 
data on the bus service as soon as he has 
time. 


Village OKs 
motor freight 
development 


With a four-to-two vote, the Wheeling 


Village Board last night approved pre- 
liminary plans for a motor freight ter- 
minal development south of Hlntz Road. 


Although several trustees expressed 


concern for potential traffic problems on 
Hlntz Road, the matter was approved af- 
ter trucking routes were submitted by 
developers. These plans outline truck 
routes going east on Hlntz Road to Wolf 
Road and then south to Palatine Road. 


Trustee John Koeppen said these traf- 


fic routes answered his remaining ques- 
tions about the development, and said 
the plans should therefore be approved. 
Trustee Don Jackson, however, noted the 
village could not be sure that the traffic 
routes would be followed. 


Both Jackson and Trustee Al Lang 


voted against approval of the plans. 


• Lang has opposed the terminal devel- 


opment since it was proposed, saying It 
was not located at an appropriate site. 
Jackson further noted that a phone sur- 
vey of village residents indicated sub- 
stantial opposition to the project for traf- 
flc reasons. 


The matter will now go back to the 


plan commission where final plans for 
the project will be presented. The village 
Is asking that a left-hand turn stacking 
lane be Included In these plans. 


Youth gets 4-12 


years in heating 


of local girl 


A Chicago youth has been given a 4-to 


12-year prison sentence after pleading 
guilty to a charge of attempted murder 
in the beating of a Des Plaines girl, said 
Assistant State's Atty. Thomas Fitzge- 
rald yesterday. 


John Murphy was sentenced after giv- 


ing state's testimony before a Cook Coun- 
ty Grand Jury against two suspects un- 
der indictment for murder, attempted 
murder, and aggravated battery in the 
beating of Cindy Graf, 16, and the shot- 
gun murder of Chicagoan Richard Bolla- 
cker, 21. The June 28 incident took place 
in a Des Plaines forest preserve. 


Murphy had also been named as a de- 


fendant with Peter Mukite, 21 and Rich- 
ard Del More, 18, both of Chicago, but 
was not indicted. 


Fitzgerald said state's attorneys have 


decided not to proceed on the murder 
and aggravated battery charges against 
Murphy after the youth gave state's evi- 
dence last August. 


Mukite and Del Mora, who are being 


held without bond in Cook County Jail, 
are scheduled to appear in Cook County 
Circuit Court In Chicago today before 
Judge John Hechinger.

Findings of U.S. probe here described as 'incredible9

The federal probe of shakedowns of. 


builders and developers In Wheeling has 
uncovered corruption described as "In- 
credible" by one source close to the in- 
vestigation. 


"I don't know of any suburb that oper- 


ates the same way," said the source. 
Other communities are known to be 
"kinky" In some respects, he said, but 
"nothing like in Wheeling." 


The Investigation by U.S. Atty. James 


Thompson's office is focused on reports 
of payoffs by developers to obtain village 
approval of such things as annexation, 
zoning, subdivision plans and water and 
sewer lines. 


Targets of the federal grand jury probe 


include certain present or former village 
officials as well as others suspected of 
violating the Hobbs Act by using ex- 
tortion and bribery to interfere with in- 
terstate commerce. 


Prosecution of the case can be ex- 


pected to follow the pattern of the cur- 
rent Chicago police shakedown trial In- 
volving 23 former cops accused of ex- 
torting money from North Side taverns. 


That trial has featured- a- parade of 


some SO tavern operators with immunity 
grants who have taken the stand to testi- 
fy of a systematic shakedown scheme al- 
legedly conducted by vice squad detec- 
tives under the command of former 
Capt. Clarence Braasch. 


The Wheeling case is also expected to 


make use of a large number of wit- 
nesses, many of them developers with 
immunity from prosecution. The source 
close to the investigation said the task of 
assembling evidence and lining up corro- 
borative testimony has been "monumen- 
tal." 


The developers reportedly have been 


difficult witnesses from the start, reluc- 
tant to testify and thus risk-being tainted 
In the eyes of the community as corrup- 
ters of public officials. Their firms, some 
with millions of dollars tied up In current 
projects, have much' more to lose from 
what they believe would be bad publicity 
than the cabaret and go-go joint oper- 
ators in Chicago. 


BUT BY BRINGING a stream of de- 


velopers one after another to the witness 
stand, it will be difficult for any one indi- 
vidual to be singled out in the public's 
mind. 


In addition, according to the source 


close to the Wheeling investigation, no 
evidence has yet been uncovered to In- 
dicate developers have skimped on build- 
ing quality or been allowed to get around 
Wheeling's building code in return for 
bribes. 


That fact may be pointed out at some 


time by U.S. prosecutors to bolster the 
Image of developers worried that their 
testimony could damage sales or rentals 
of their projects. 


THE INVESTIGATION began early 


this year when evidence of a payoff was 
brought to a federal agent. It now cen- 
ters on alleged shakedowns of developers 
but Is expected at some point to probe 
other forms of extortion as well as pos- 
sible income tax law violations and other 
financial misdealings. 


A federal grand jury has been hearing 


testimony In the* case for several months. 
It has subpoenaed developers of major 
Wheeling projects built within the last 
five years. Also subpoenaed have been a 
number of present and former village of- 
ficials and several cartons of village 
records.

Sextuplets! Odds 496,980,450 to 1 


DENVER (UPI) — Four boys and two 


girls born within an hour to a 34-year-old 
woman who took fertility drugs were in 
"excellent" health Monday. Their doctor 
said they could be history's first sextu- 
plets to survive. 


"Their chances are excellent. They are 


in excellent condition," said Dr. Tiber 
Engel, an obstetrician who led a team of 
30 doctors and nurses in delivering the 
infants at the University of Colorado 
Medical Center. 


The smallest baby weighed 2 pounds, 


IS ounces. The heaviest weighed 3 
pounds, 11 ounces. They were born seven 
weeks premature. One boy was being 


treated with a respirator to help him 
breathe. 


Engel said the odds, for birth of six 


babies at the same time were 496,980,450 
to 1. He said he believed they would be 
the first sextuplets to survive. 


"This is an historic event. So far it just 


looks terrific," Engel said. "We were 
surprised by the good condition of the 
children, but we're still not out of the 
woods by any means." 


The doctor said the mother, Edna J. 


Stanek, 34, was hi satisfactory condition 
and "pretty cheerful. Her attitude has 
been just delightful." 


The Infants' father, Eugene Stanek, 31, 


said he and his wife had expected a mul- 
tiple birth because of the fertility drug, 
which Mrs. Stanek took before she got 
pregnant. 


"We're very happy. It's been difficult 


for her," Stanek said. "My wife's been In 
bed 100 per cent of the time since July." 


The Staneks have one other child, a 


4-year-old boy. 


"We live in a three bedroom house 


now, so I guess we'll go house hunting 
shortly," the father said. "That's an aw- 
ful lot of tax deductions." 


The first infant, a boy, was born at 


10:45 p.m. MDT Sunday. The remaining 
five children were born, all by Caesarean 


section, within four minutes, starting at 
11:34 p.m. Engel said doctors wanted to 
deliver as many of the infants as pos- 
sible normally before performing a Cae- 
sarean operation, but that the second 
child was not in the proper position in 
the womb. 


"There was such a rush to get each 


baby into the hands of the pediatricians, 
the people working just didn't have any 
time to cheer," Engel said. 


"Everyone did a tremendous job." 
There have been at least 12 reports o! 


sextuplets this century but in no case 
have all six survived, according to the 
Guinness Book of Records. 


Chrysler and UAW reach agreement 


DETROIT (UPI) - Chrysler Corp. and 


the United Auto Workers announced 
agreement Monday on a three-year con- 
tract that eases mandatory overtime 
rules but grants union workers less mon- 
ey than they wanted. 


Agreement came after a strike that 


lasted 83 hours — the shortest national 
strike in UAW history. 


UAW President Leonard Woodcock 


and 
Vice President 
Doug Fraser 


jointly announced the details of the 
agreement hammered out earlier Mon- 


day after nearly 30 uninterrupted hours 
of bargaining. 


Under the agreement, Chrysler, smal- 


lest of the Big Three auto makers, 
agreed to relax Its mandatory overtime 
rules and the UAW agreed to accept less 
money than it originally sought. No 
worker can be forced to work more than 
nine hours a day or on Sundays and may 
take each third Saturday off if he noti- 
fies the company on the proceeding Mon- 
day. 


On the money issues, Woodcock con- 


ceded that the cost to the UAW was 
"very, very high." 


He said this was because of con- 


cessions Chrysler made on other issues. 
Union members will receive a 3 per cent 
raise plus 12 cents per hour, a figure 
Woodcock said meant 25 cents an hour 
during the first year of the contract. 


During the second and third years, he 


said, workers will receive 3 per cent in- 
creases only. 


There were other economic and non- 


economic features in the package that in- 
eluded health and safety protection, in- 
creased cost of living allowances, equal- 
izing pay between Canadian and U.S. 
workers and establishing a retirement 
program for employes who work 30 
years, regardless of their age. 


The end of the strike did not mean 


workers would immediately return to 
work. The UAW must ratify the agree- 
ment, a process that normally takes sev- 
eral days. 


Watergate defendants switch pleas 


(From Herald News Services) 


Donald H. Segretti, who was hired to 


do undercover work on behalf of Presi- 
dent Nixon's re-election campaign, 
agreed Monday to plead guilty to a new 
four-count indictment charging him with 
conspiracy and Illegal distribution of 
anti-Democratic political literature. 


Meanwhile, Watergate conspirator E. 


Howard Hunt Monday asked U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge John J. Sirica to change his 
plea of guilty to innocent in the burglary 
of Democratic headquarters lost year. 


THE NEW INDICTMENT charged 


Segretti in connection with distribution of 
cards at a rally for Gov. George C. Wall- 
ace in the 1972 Florida presidential 
primary that said, "If you like Hitler, 
you'll love Wallace ... vote for Muskie." 


The new indictment by a grand jury in 


Tampa, Fla., broadened and superseded 
a two-count Indictment returned by a 
federal grand jury in Orlando, Fla., May 
4. That indictment, as did Monday's con- 
nected Segrotti with a phony letter on the 
stationery of Citizens for Muskio accus- 
ing Sens. Henry H. Jackson and Hubert 
H. Humphrey of sexual indiscretions. " 


The maximum penalty on each count 


in the new indictment of Segretti is a 
year in prison or a $1,000 fine, or both'. 


HUNT SAID HE pleaded guilty to the 


burglary charges because government 
prosecutors 
"destroyed the defenses 


available" to him and he was thus left 


with no alternative but to enter the new 
plea of innocent. 


Hunt's request comes three days after 


four Miami defendants in the Watergate 
case also asked to have their guilty 
pleas changed to not guilty. 


Judge Sirica took the request under ad- 


visement but gave no indication when he 
would rule. 


IN NEW YORK, U.S. District Judge 


Lee Gagllordi Monday rescheduled for 
Oct. 23 the start of the conspiracy and 
obstruction of justice trial of former Nix- 
on cabinet officers John N. Mitchell and 
Maurice H. Stans. 


Gagllardl, who will preside at the trial, 


left open the possibility of further delay 
by stating that before Oct. 23 he would 
"make a determination as to whether 
circumstances warrant any further ad- 
journment of the trial date for reasons 
other than trial preparation." 


Mitchell and Stans both have argued 


that Watergate publicity has made a fair 
trial impossible. They are accused of at- 
t e m p t i n g to Influence a SEC In- 
vestigation of New Jersey financier Rob-' 
ert L. Vesco, who made a secret $200,000 
contribution to the Nixon campaign, and 
of lying to the grand jury which indicted 
them.

Gas price hike advised 


IBM loses landmark suit; 
must pay $352.5 million 


OKLAHOMA CITY (UPI) — Telex 


Corp., an Oklahoma-based computer 
company, Monday won n multimillion- 
dollar landmark antitrust judgment 
against IBM and immediately announced 
it will pursue an international anti-trust 
suit against the computer giant. 


U. S. District Judge A. Sherman Chris- 


tensen, in a 217-page decision, granted a 
$352.5 million award to Telex and or- 
dered IBM to halt its unit price tactics, 
which competitors claim forces custom- 
ers to accept all IBM systems. 


Chrlstensen also awarded a smaller 


counter claim of $21,913,776 to IBM on a 
claim of copyright infringement against 
Telex. 


IBM said It would appeal, but declined 


further comment until its attorneys have 
completed reviewing the decision. Telex 
President. Steven Jatras said Telex is 
considering an appeal of the countersult 
claim. 


"We're quite pleased with the outcome 


and feel that Telex's decision to pursue 


this litigation has been fully justified," 
Jatras said shortly after the decision was 
announced simultaneously to attorneys 
and reporters at the Tulsa federal court- 
house Monday morning. 


"In view of the court's ruling with re- 


gard to the domestic claim, it is the in- 
tention of Telex to vigorously prosecute 
the foreign aspects of the cose, which 
were severed from the domestic issues 
during the pre-trial preparations and 
which arc still pending." 


Industry observers have said such an 


outcome could bring on a deluge of sim- 
ilar suits against IBM by small per- 
ipheral data processing firms. The deci- 
sion also could strengthen a federal anti- 
trust suit against IBM which has been 
pending since January, 1969, attorneys 
said. 


The Tulsa-based Telex firm charged 


that IBM's unit pricing effectively shut 
off the market for its plug-compatible 
units which can be used with IBM sys- 
tems. 


A leading official of the Illinois and In- 


diana Gasoline Dealers associations said 
Monday he was advising his 5,900 mem- 
bers to begin increasing gas prices one 
cent a gallon without waiting for federal 
approval. 


The one cent represents the recent in- 


creased cost of gasoline which dealers 
have to pay major suppliers, he said. 


Robert Jacobs, executive director of 


the Indiana association and treasurer of 
the Illinois association, said he was ad- 
vising dealers to pass along the cost to 
consumers even though it had not been 
formally approved by the Cost of Living 
Council. 


"I'm telling our people to go up a pen- 


ny now," Jacobs said. "Drastic times 
call for drastic measures. The alterna- 
tive is bankruptcy."

Tire industry seeking 
price hike approval 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The tire in- 


dustry asked the Cost of Living Council 
Monday for permission to raise prices, 
arguing the hikes were long overdue be- 
cause of higher costs for labor and raw 
materials.

rubber firms said proposed increases of 5 
to 9 per cent, would not violate govern- 
ment anti-inflation guidelines. They said 
the extra money was needed to help fi- 
nance newer production facilities, In- 
cluding a switch to increasingly popular 
but more expensive radial tires. 


The Cost of Living Council moved Fri- 


day to meet demands of gas station oper- 
ators who have threatened massive shut- 
downs. 


Director John T. Dunlop said the coun- 


cil would act promptly to increase price 
ceilings after studying price and cost 
data to be submitted by Sept 25. "Dur- 
ing this review peri ex J, however," Dunlop 
said, "current ceiling prices remain in 
effect." 


Chile aftermath: 


5,200 persons arrested; 500 have fled; 


Castro accuses U. S. of pushing coup 


(From Herald News Services) 


A total of 5,200 persons have been ar- 


rested in Chile during the military coup 
which overthrew President Salvadore Al- 
lende but fewer than 100 were killed, an 
official source in Santiago said Monday. 


Nearly 500 Chileans were reported in 


asylum In various embassies in Santiago, 
meanwhile. The Mexican embassy alone 
reported about 300. Other legations shel- 
tering Allende supporters Included Ecua- 
dor, Peru, Switzerland, Sweden, North 
Vietnam and Colombia. 


The Mexican government has launched 


an airlift to bring other political refugees 
from Chile. Foreign Relations Secretary 
Emllio 0. Rabasa said Mexico will send 
"as many planes as necessary" to trans- 
port those who took refuge in the Mexi- 
can embassy in Santiago. 


THE OFFICIAL Chilean source de- 


scribed reports abroad of casualties in 
the coup as "highly exaggerated." He 
said the dead included 14 police and nine 
soldiers. 


Most of those arrested were taken in 


the combat against snipers in the six 
days since the armed forces bombed, 
stormed and captured the presidential 
palace where Allende committed suicide 
last Tuesday rather than give In, the 
source said. 


Interior Minister Gen. Oscar Bonilla 


said all of those under arrest have been 
subjected to legal procedures, with right 
to legal defense. 


BonlUa spoke to the nation over radio 


and television to announce resumption of 
normal schedules in trade and industry. 
Curfew was lifted between 7 a.m. and 7 
p.m. to permit workers to 'get to their 
jobs and finish a day's work before re- 
turning home. Banks reopened as did 
government offices. The city's super- 
markets were jammed as Chileans pre- 
pared to observe Tuesday's 163rd anni- 
versary of independence. 


Chile's new four-man military junta 


cut the traditional twoday celebration to 
one day and canceled the customary mil- 
itary parade. 


CUBAN PREMIER Fidel Castro Mon- 


day charged the overthrow of the Chilean 
Marxist government was a "fascist 
coup" instigated by the United States. He 
made his remarks hi New Delhi, where 
he stopped on his way home to Havana 
from Hanoi. 


Castro said there was an attempt by 


the Chilean army to occupy the Cuban 
embassy in Santiago during the coup 
"but they were repelled." He said Cuba 
is taking "this matter to the U.N. Secur- 
ity Council simply to denounce the viola- 
tion of international law." 


In Buenos Aires, thousands of Argenti- 


nians burned an American flag and 
marched into the early morning hours 
Monday to protest the military coup in 
Chile. Led by 300 Chilean citizens living 
In Buenos Aires, the giant singing and 
chanting column stretching for 30 blocks 
marched from the downtown Congres- 
sional Palace to the Chilean embassy in 
the city's northern sector. They burned 
an American flag before starting out

(ho heating unit be made when It Is In- 
itially turned on to Insure home safety 
during the winter. 


The general maintenance Inspection 


should Include checking the fan belt, fans 
and bearings to make sure they are 
okay; cleaning necessary ports like vent 
pipes, chimneys, gas ports and air In- 
takes; checking the vent to make sure It 
Is not rusted, making sure the seal 
ground the vent where It enters the 
chimney Is not cracked and tuck pointing 
tho chimney where mortar has eroded. 


CHIMNEYS are frequently adopted as 


homes by small animals and birds dur- 
ing the warm months and any nests 
which might have been built should bo 


cleared out before the furnace is turned 
on, said Hans Grlgo, technical consultant 
for the National Safety Council. 


Grigo also warns that fumances often 


become convenience shelves during the 
summer and all combustible materials 
like rags, lumber and papers should be 
cleared away before the furnace Is 
turned on. 


The general maintenance check can be 


made by the homeowner If he Is mechan- 
ically inclined or a heating contractor 
can be contacted to Inspect the heating 
system. 


Experts warn homeowners to beware 


of heating contractors who solicit door- 
to-door. The Better Business Bureau will 
assist homeowners in finding a reputable 
heating contractor. 


If there Is on unexplained odor of com- 


bustion gases or smoke after the heating 
system has been turned on, it should be 
checked immediately by a heating ex- 
pert, said Grlgo.

But no more. 
Much to the fans' delight, especial- 


ly those waiting among 55,000 others 
for season tickets, the blackout has 
ceased. President Nixon Friday 
signed legislation that lifted the ban 
on television blackouts of home 
games sold out 72 hours before start- 
ing, and for the first time since 1961, 
fans were able to watch the Bears 
take on the Dallas Cowboys Sunday 
in their own living rooms. 


However it was a grim day for the 


bar owners who had hoped for a full 
house of gusty enthusiasts, who rep- 
resented hundreds of dollars in reve- 
nue for the owners. 


Few came in to watch the game, 


and many bar owners are wondering 
what to do with their super-powered 
antennaes. "We had five people 
come in to watch the game," said 
Lynn Clifford, whose husband, Tim- 
othy, owns Durty Nellie's West Irish 
Pub In Palatine. The room would 
normally be full, she said. 


Officials at the Wheeling Park Dis- 


trict Invested in a $750 antenna In 
order to capture the Bears' telecast. 


They charged admission and busi- 
ness seemed all right, though not 
spectacular. 


BUT THIS YEAR they gave up al- 


together and didn't even turn the set 
on. In fact they are hoping to sell the 
high-powered equipment. "The idea 
(of making available the games) has 
always been shaky," said a park dis- 
trict spokesman. "Why? We couldn't 
sell alcohol." The television has 
since been moved to the new. park 
center at Wheeling High School 
where it may be in better use. 


Other bars also experienced the 


slack. '-'It was a little slow," said 
Jim Monroe, a manager of Butch 
McGulre's of Mount Prospect, as he 
looked through Sunday's receipts. 
"More than likely they (fans) stayed 
at home to watch the game," he 
said, adding that there might have 
been other factors like weather. 


"It definitely did make a big differ- 


ence," said Mrs. Josephine Pope, of- 
fice administrator at Jake's Pizza, 
Elk Grove Village. She said that the 
place would normally be full, but 
since people can now stay home to 
watch the games, the football crowd 
would be less inclined to go out. 


Even at the club house at the Gate- 


h o u s e Apartments in Arlington 
Heights, the usual 100 fans dwindled 
down to 25 during Sunday afternoon. 


"But 18 of those who happened to 
come In were members of a touch 
football team who were practicing 
outside," a spokesman said. 


The cease of the blackout may af- 


fect ticket sales the next season, said 
Patrick Marcuccillo, ticket man- 


ager for the Chicago Bears. He 
added that some fans might not want 
to tangle with the traffic jams, eat 
cold hot dogs or sit on the cold ben- 
ches. "But a football fan is a football 
fan and there are only seven games. 
And he'll be there." 


7/t DCS Plaincs 
Underground sewage plant?

The Metropolitan Sanitary District 


may build the O'Hare Water Reclama- 
tion Plant In DCS Plalnes 300 to 400 feet 
underground In hollowcd-out rock tun- 
nels. 


The local plant would be the first un- 


derground sewage treatment plant In the 
United States. MSD trustees have quietly 
authorized an engineering study to see If 
an underground plant in DCS Plaincs Is 
feasible, Trustee James C. Klrle re- 
vealed to The Herald. 


Building tho plant underground would 


allow the district to develop the surface 
of Its 104-acro site at Oakton Street and 
Elmhurst Road as a shopping center or 
apartment complex, Klrle said. The site 
Is currently zoned for light-manufac- 
turing use. 


The O'Hare plant will treat 72 million 


gallons of sanitary sewage per day from 
the Northwest suburban area. The plant 
would also treat combined sanitary and 
storm sewage collected In deep sewer 
tunnels to bo built as part of the Chicago 
Underflow Plan. 


Far Oth Ward DCS Plaincs residents the 


biggest advantage of an underground 
plant would be elimination of possible 
odors from the plant site, Klric said. 


UUT, DES PLAINES opposition to the 


plant site Is not the reason the MSD Is 


considering the underground plant, Klrlo 
said. 


"Economics is the reason," Klric said 


pointing to a report by MSD Chief Engi- 
neer Forrest C. Noll. 


Nell said the district could save be- 


tween $5 and $10 million by building the 
plant underground. 


The savings In building the plant would 


come from a reduction in building de- 
sign, possible resale of tho excavated 
rock, availability of the surface land for 
other uses and no dolay In construction 
because of seasonal weather conditions. 


IN ADDITION, the completed facility 


would be less costly to operate and main- 
tain, Nell said. 


A proposal from three private engi- 


neering firms seeking to do design work 
on the underground plant also lists public 
acceptability, ease of expansion, and the 
fact that the treatment process would not 
be affected by sun, wind or extreme tem- 
peratures as other advantages. 


Nell said an underground plant could 


be completed four years from the date 
that engineering design work begins. 


MSD General Supt. Bart Lynom said In 


February If DCS Plaincs opposition to the 
plant were eliminated immediately the 
above-ground version of the plant still 
could not be finished before 1978. 


The underground plant would bo built 


without the need for massive quantities

of concrete used In conventional plants 
because the rock structure would be used 
to form walls, floors and the roof of the 
plant, Kirle explained. The plant would 
use the same treatment processes as an 
above-ground plant. 


DBS PLAINES Aid. Richard Ward's 


recent proposal that the MSD use cov- 
ered tanks at the O'Hare plant had noth- 
ing to do with the MSD's decision to con- 
sider an underground design for the Des 
Plaincs plant, Kirie said. 


The sanitary district has been consid- 


ering underground plant 
construction 


since 1966 and the Des Plalnes plant is 
being studied as the first underground 
plant because it is the next treatment 
facility scheduled to be built, Kirie said. 


Klrle said he did not think putting the 


treatment plant underground would of- 
feet the district's plans for a combined 
sewage reservoir across the street from 
the plant site. 


Ward and other Des Plalnes opponents 


of the plant have expressed concern that 
odors from the storage reservoir might 
cause more problems than odors from 
the plant itself. 


Board members agreed at a study ses- 


sion Friday to go ahead with the $1.4 to 
$1.7 million feasibility study by a private 
engineering consultant familiar with un- 
derground plants In Europe. The board 
will formally vote to authorize the study 
at a future public meeting. The district 
will seek a federal grant to pay 75 per 
cent of the cost of the study, Kirle said. 


In addition to the study, Kirle said he 


and two MSD engineers will go to Swe- 
den to sec firsthand operating under- 
ground sewage treatment plants. Thir- 
teen slmlllar plants have been built In 
Sweden and Norway since 1941. 


Careless smoking Is believed to have

"Our Investigation showed that care- 


less smoking appeared to have caused 
It." acting Rolling Meadows Fire Chief 
Ted Loesch said yesterday. He said a 
cigarette, dropped on a living room sofa 
apparently started tho fire. 


Loesch said Mrs. Guttcnbcrgcr, a wid- 


ow, who was alone In the house when the 
fire started, was found In the bathroom 
of the house. She was taken by fire de- 
partment ambulance to Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital where she was pro- 
nounced dead, apparently from smoke 
Inhalation. 


Tho exact cause of death will be deter- 


mined by a Cook County coroner's jury. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT officials and a 


state fire marshal determined the causa 
of the fire after spending yesterday 


morning investigating the damaged Inte- 
rior of the home. 


Loesch sold the fire was confined to a 


sectional sofa In the living room of the 
five-room 
home. Mrs. Guttcnbcrger 


apparently was in the bedroom when the 
fire broke out, according to Loesch. 


All the windows in tho house were 


closed, causing Iho fire to smolder and 
cause "tremendous smoke damage" in 
every room, Loesch said. Total damage 
to the house and Its contents has been 
estimated at $10,000. 


Firemen were called to the scene at 


3:42 a.m. by a neighbor who notified the 
department. Loesch said yesterday's rain 
was not a factor in extinguishing the fire. 
The fire was extinguished within mo- 
ments as firemen entered the house at- 
tempting to rescue Mrs. Guttcnbcrger, 
Loesch said. 


The house was guarded by firemen 


yesterday morning until a state fire mar- 
shal and department officials completed 
an Investigation.

Next to the food Itself, there Isn't any- 


thing more important in the freezing pro- 
cess than the wrappings. Everything 
ought to be molstureproof and vapor- 
proof. My own choice has long been wax- 
ed butcher paper. It's expensive as all 
get-out, but I sponge it off, let it dry and 
reuse as long as It's serviceable. The 
double plastic bags also do a good Job. 
No reason you shouldn't use the ice- 
cream containers; they're as tight as the 
containers you would buy. With food as 
expensive as it is, use every precaution 
you can to wrap It safely.

No public hearings 
for water rate hike 


The Cook County Board defeated a res- 


olution Monday that requested the City of 
Chicago'to schedule public hearings be- 
fore hiking water prices. 


The proposed water rate Increase of 34 


per cent affects 72 suburbs, Including 
Des Plaints, that purchases water from 
Chicago. 


E i g h t Chicago Democrats voted 


against the resolution of Comr. Joseph 
Woods, a Republican. Five Republicans, 
including Comr. Floyd Fulle of DCS 
Plalnes, voted to accept the resolution. 


Woods' resolution stated that "the sub. 


urbs are going to receive the same rate 
hlko for water without the opportunity to 
vote for or against the Mayor (Richard 
Daley of Chicago) and the City Council."

"representation without recourse." 


"This Is a highly Inappropriate act for 


this legislative body to adopt," Board 
Pres. George Dunne, a Democrat, said. 
The resolution "suggests what their leg- 
islative action should be."

manly it is caused by an accumulation 
within the gland of the material that the 
thyroid produces. The goiter may not 
cause any disturbance in the function of 
the thyroid in many individuals. It may 
gradually increase in size in time, and 
eventually become so large that for vari- 
ous reasons the patient may wish to have 
It removed. These goiters can result 
from Iodine deficiency, a problem that's 
less likely to occur in our modern 
society. 


Some goiters are associated with over- 


activity of the thyroid gland, producing 
an excess amount of thyroid hormone. 
Vou can have an overactive thyroid with- 
out a goiter. The result is the same. Too 
much thyroid hormone stimulates the 
cells to burn food more rapidly than usu- 
al. This requires more oxygen to metabo- 
lize the food. The heart has to work hard- 
er to deliver the oxygen, which results in 
a fast heart rate. 


SINCE THE FOOD Is burned rapidly, 


such individuals commonly eat lots of 
food without getting fat. The hair is fine, 
there may be a moist, sweaty akin and 
excess nervousness. Often these individ- 
uals have overactive bowels, and, in gen- 
eral, all of their functions are speeded 
up. It can also be associated with ex- 
cessive emotion lability, and, in its ex- 
treme form, can be associated with sev- 
ere mental problems. These problems 
are usually corrected as soon as the thy- 
roid condition Is normalized. 


An overactive thyroid does not always 


require an operation. The medicine you 
are taking Is meant to slow down your 
overactivo thyroid. This protects you 


against some of the problems I just men- 
tioned. It has some side effects, and, for 
this reason, doctors like to determine 
just bow much a person should take. 


Often if there is an overactive thyroid 


with the goiter, doctors feel that surgery 
is indicated. This removes,part of the 
overactive tissue and helps to relieve the 
condition. Each case has to be reviewed 
on its own merits to decide what's to be 
done in this regard. 


The kind of thyroid that most people 


take is replacement of the thyroid 
gland's normal hormone, presumably for 
an underactive thyroid or hypothyrold- 
ism. I suspect that many people taking 
thyroid don't need it This is a natural 
outcome of two human traits. People 
who have a variety of vague symptoms 
like to feel that something is being done 
about their problem. 


QUITE HUMANLY, doctors like to feel 


that they are doing something for their 
patients and feel an urge to do some- 
thing, even if nothing is required. This 
means that some doctors are prone to 
prescribe pills because of the compulsion 
to do something for their patients (none 
of these remarks apply to your case 
which is entirely different). 


Fortunately small doses of thyroid ta- 


blet are not usually harmful in people 
with normal thyroid function. The thy- 
roid gland just quits putting out as much 
hormone as It ordinarily does and every- 
thing pretty well equalizes itself.

The Harper College board of 


trustees reacted last week in a pre- 
dictable and disappointing way to 
faculty charges made about the 
quality of education at the college. 


At the end of the board meeting, 


during which the charges had re- 
mained unmentioned, the Faculty 
Senate president Robert Powell 
asked the board for a response and 
warned that "the faculty is as an- 
gry as I have ever seen a college 
faculty." He also told the board the 
faculty considers the college "edu- 
cationally bankrupt" and said the 
Faculty Senate and bonrd should 
meet to talk about the concerns. 


In the face of these charges, 


Board Pres. Jcssalyn Nicklas said 
the reputation of the college in the 
community reflects the kind of 
educational job it is doing. She also 
said the board would meet with the 
faculty, but no date was set for the 
meeting. 


We do not find that response sat- 


isfactory. As we said in an edito- 
rial on Sept. 12, it is too early to 
decide whether the faculty charges 
arc true, but it is not too early to 
measure the seriousness of the 
charges. The board ought to be 
more concerned than Mrs. Nick- 
las' reply Indicates. 


As we also said last week, the 


voting and taxpaying public should 
become Involved closely with Har- 
per and should make sure the 
charges are fully and completely 
Investigated. We urged citizens to 
attend last week's board meeting 
and at least two residents we know 
of did attend. 


However, it will take more than 


that. And, since we realize how dif- 
ficult it can be to attend board 
meetings, we are now going one 
step further. Here for your infor- 
mation, we arc printing the names 
and phone numbers of the seven 
members of the Harper board. We 
urge you to call them, express your 
concern, offer your help and urge 
them to give a full and impartial 
hearing of the faculty charges.

Washington window 
Senate's 
shut doors

WASHINGTON — In a frenzy of self- 


righteous reform. Congress decreed an 
era of less secrecy, more openness in the 
workings of its committees. 


To be unlocked henceforth were those 


closed doors behind which committees 
gathered to draft without public scrutiny 
the laws which govern the land. 


Ah, but that was eight months ago and 


the record does not match the rhetoric. 


In the House, many of the committee 


meetings have been opened but in the 
Senate, with some exceptions, the doors 
remain closed to the public and the 
press. 


There was an understanding, in ad- 


vance, that there would have to be ex- 
ceptions. 


There is valid reason to bar the press 


and public on testimony dealing with na- 
tional security and perhaps with the pri- 
vate lives of a presidential nominee. 


But what has the senate done? 


A perusal of the committee lists for 


one week picked at random gives a pret- 
ty good indication. These are some of the 
matters committees felt for one reason 
or another were not fit for press or pub- 
lic: 


A subcommittee meeting on a bill to 


create new federal judgeships; deciding 
the budget for the Transportation De- 
partment; the decision to approve J. Wil- 
liam Middendorf II as undersecretary of 
the Navy; the nominations of candidates 
for the Security and Exchange Commis- 
sion, the National Credit Union Board 
and an assistant secretary of Housing 
and Urban Development; a meeting of 
the Select Committee of Nutrition and 
Human Needs; civil service and retire- 
ment annuity bills; and so on. 


Major bills, such as campaign reform, 


no-fault car* insurance, minimum wage 
and pension reform were drafted behind 
closed doors. 


An attempt by Sen. Marlow W. Cook, 


R-Ky., to open the mark-up sessions on 
the no-fault bill was never acted on and 
the measure was reported out of a closed 
session. 


"I am greatly concerned that the spon- 


sors of S354 the no-fault bill did not wel- 
come the public disclosure of the devel- 
opment concerning the bill," Cook said. 


The most notable supporter of cutting 


out secrecy in Senate committees has 
been Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 
chairman of the Senate Interior Com- 
mittee. 


He has consistently kept his committee 


meetings open, including mark-up ses- 
sions of the complex and controversial 
Trans — Alaska pipeline bill which in- 
volved a touchy confrontation between 
sets of senators. 


The House has a much more admirable 


record. 


For the first time, it has opened all 


appropriations hearings and has marked 
up almost all its bills in open session. An 
exception is the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee which for months has been draft- 
ing trade legislation in secret. 


Even the Senate Watergate committee, 


whose activities have been witnessed by 
more people than any other panel, re- 
sorts to closed meetings. The entire for- 
mat for conducting the hearings, the de- 
cisions on what witnesses to hear, and 
the crucial move to subpoena President 
Nixon's tapes were made in secret 
(UPI)

They said it is cluttered 
with construction debris, overgrown with 
weeds and has a standing pool of water 
where two drainage pipes empty.

can be contacted to Inspect the heating 
system. 


Experts worn homeowners to beware 


of heating contractors who solicit door- 
to-door. The Better Business Bureau will 
assist homeowners in finding a reputable 
heating contractor. 


If there is an unexplained odor of com- 


bustion gases or smoke after the heating 
system has been turned on, it should be 
checked immediately by a heating ex- 
pert, said Grlgo.

ceased. President 
Nixon Friday 


signed legislation that lifted the ban 
on television blackouts of home 
games sold out 72 hours before start- 
ing, and for the first time since 1961, 
fans were able to watch the Bears 
take on the Dallas Cowboys Sunday 
in their own living rooms. 


However It was a grim day for the 


bar owners who bad hoped for a full 
house of gusty enthusiasts, who rep- 
resented hundreds of dollars in reve- 
nue for the owners. 


Few came in to watch the game, 


and many bar owners ore wondering 
what to do with their super-powered 
antennaes. "We had five people 
come In to watch the game," said 
Lynn Clifford, whose husband, Tim- 
othy, owns Durty Nellie's West Irish 
Pub In Palatine. The room would 
normally be full, she said. 


Officials at the Wheeling Park Dis- 


trict invested in a $750 antenna in 
order to capture the Bears' telecast. 


They charged admission and busi- 
ness seemed all right, though not 
spectacular. 


BUT THIS YEAR they gave up al- 


together and didn't even turn the set 
on. In fact they are hoping to sell the 
high-powered equipment. "The idea 
(of making available the games) has 
always been shaky," said a park dis- 
trict spokesman. "Why? We couldn't 
sell alcohol." The television has 
since been moved to the new park 
center at Wheeling High School 
where It may be In better use. 


Other bars also experienced the 


slack. "It was a little slow," said 
Jim Monroe, a manager of Butch 
McGulre's of Mount Prospect, as he 
looked through Sunday's receipts. 
"More than likely they (fans) stayed 
at home to watch the game," he 
said, adding that there might have 
been other factors like weather. 


"It definitely did make a big differ- 


ence," said Mrs. Josephine Pope, of- 
fice administrator at Jake's Pizza, 
Elk Grove Village. She said that the 
place would normally be full, but 
since people can now stay home to 
watch the games, the football crowd 
would be less inclined to go out.

Heights, the usual 100 fans dwindled 
down to 25 during Sunday afternoon. 


"But IB of those who happened to 
come in were members of a touch 
football team who were practicing 
outside," a spokesman said. 


The cease of the blackout may af- 


fect ticket sales the next season, said 
Patrick Marcucclllo, ticket man- 


ager for the Chicago Bears. He 
added that some fans might not want 
to tangle with the traffic jams, eat 
cold hot dogs or sit on the cold ben- 
ches. "But a football fan is a football 
fan and there are only seven games. 
And he'll be there."

Teachers ask Martwick 
to mediate pact dispute 


The 
Maine Teachers Association 


(MTA) has asked Cook County Supt. 
Richard T. Martwick to mediate its con- 
tract dispute In Maine Township High 
School Dlst. 207. 


Representatives of the MTA also met 


last week with officials from three area 
teachers' unions to make plans for a 
township-wide teachers' demonstration 
march In mid-October. 


In a letter dated Sept. 13, MTA Pres. 


Dewane Barnes said there Is a "severe 
strain" In relations between teachers and 
the Dlst. 207 board and administration. 


The board canceled negotiations with 


the MTA on June 6. Board Pres. Robert 
Claus charged the MTA was not negotiat- 
ing in "good faith" and had broken the 
terms of the professional negotiating 
team. 


Both the board and the MTA have filed 


lawsuits accusing each other of breaking 
the negotiating contract. The MTA says 
the school board acted Illegally when It 
broke off talks. The board said the MTA 
broke the agreement first by releasing 
Information on salary negotiations. 


MARTWICK WAS unavailable for com- 


ment yesterday. 


Board member Leonard Grazlan yes- 


terday said he didn't understand why the 
MTA asked Martwick's office to mediate. 


"I thought the issue was in court — do 


they want Martwick to supersede the 
court or what," he said. "If they're not 
happy with the lawsuit, why did they file 
It?" 


In the letter, Barnes warned Martwick 


that "there is a definite possibility that 
this already severe strain in relations 
may worsen." He said the "orderly oper- 
ation of the schools In Maine Township 
may be in Jeopardy." 


At the meeting of the township teach- 


ers' associations last week, teacher rep- 
resentatives discussed the possibility of a 
combined protest 


Barnes said teachers are tentatively 


planning a township-wide "march for 


education" Oct. IS. The march must be 
approved by the representative councils 
of each association. 


Districts involved are Des Plaines Ele- 


mentary Dlst. 62, East Maine Elementa- 
ry School Dlst. 63, Park Ridge Commu- 
nity Consolidated Dlst. 64 and Dlst. 207. 


TEACHERS IN the four districts are 


seeking the right to negotiate "working 
conditions" including class size, griev- 
ance procedures and faculty evaluation 
policies. School boards have consistently 
refused to negotiate on most of these 
items. 


Barnes said the four associations will 


meet again Oct. 1 to discuss specific 
plans for the march. 


They also discussed the possibility of 


increasing the number of parent coffees 
where teachers have been discussing 
rises In the cost of living and the salary 
schedules of comparable districts. 


Barnes said the association presidents 


hope to meet on a regular basis. 


"Perhaps we can find some way to 


moke people aware that all the districts 
are having troubles with the school 
boards," he said.

That trial has featured a parade of 


some 50 tavern operators with Immunity 
grants who have taken the stand to testi- 
fy of a systematic shakedown scheme al- 
legedly conducted by vice squad detec- 
tives under the command of former 
Capt. Clarence Braasch. 


The Wheeling case Is also expected to 


make use of a large number of wit- 
nesses, many of them developers with 
immunity from prosecution. The source 
close to the Investigation said the task of 
assembling evidence and lining up corro- 
borative testimony has been "monumen- 
tal." 


2-town annexation 
battle continued 


The legal battle between Des Plaines 


and Mount Prospect over the annexation 
of several parcels of land near the inter- 
section of Elmhurst and Algonquin roads 
has been continued until Nov. 13. 


Attorneys for both towns were told to 


prepare briefs on the matter. The case 
will be heard by Circuit Court Judge 
Harry Comerford. 


This latest court test results from an 


effort by Des Plaines to annex three par- 
cels of land near the intersection. Mount 
Prospect officials have filed objections to 
the move. 


Last week, Mount Prospect annexed 


two other parcels at the intersection in 
an effort to block further annexations by 
Des Plaines. These parcels, which in- 
clude several bars, are not a part of the 
court action. 


Officials in both towns have accused 


each other of poor planning. 


The developers reportedly have been 


difficult witnesses from the start, reluc- 
tant to testify and thus risk being tainted 
in the eyes of the community as corrup- 
ters of public officials. Their firms, some 
with millions of dollars tied up in current 
projects, have much more to lose from 
what they believe would be bad publicity 
than the cabaret and go-go joint oper- 
ators hi Chicago. 


BUT BY BRINGING a stream of de- 


velopers one after another to the witness 
stand, it will be difficult for any one Indi- 
vidual to be singled out in the public's 
mind. 


In addition, according to the source 


close to the Wheeling investigation, no 
evidence has yet been uncovered to in- 
dicate developers have skimped on build- 
ing quality or been allowed to get around 
Wheeling's building code in return for 
bribes. 


That fact may be pointed out at some 


time by U.S. prosecutors to bolster the 
image of developers worried that their 
testimony could damage sales or rentals 
of their projects. 


THE INVESTIGATION began early 


this year when evidence of a payoff was 
brought to a federal agent. It now cen- 
ters on alleged shakedowns of developers 
but Is expected at some point to probe 
other forms of extortion as well as pos- 
sible income tax law violations and other 
financial misdealings. 


A federal grand jury has been bearing 


testimony in the case for several months. 
It has subpoenaed developers of major 
Wheeling projects built within the last 
five years. Also subpoenaed have been a 
number of present and former village of- 
ficials and several cartons of village 
records.

Martin A. Morris Jr., 1182 Wheeling 


Rd., Mount Prospect, sent a letter to 
State Supt. of Public Instruction Michael 
Bakalls asking that his office advise the 
Dlst. 26 Board to reconsider Its decision 
on site selection. 


The school board voted 5-2 Aug. 7 to 


place the new school for the Maryville 
children on the same grounds with the 
River Trails Junior High School. 


Morris said he objected to the school 


site because construction of the Mary- 
ville facility "would hamper, If not pre- 
vent, any future efforts" to expand the 
junior high school. 


MORRIS ALSO questioned the board's 


unwillingness to use part of the state-ap- 
proved funds for land purchase and site 
development. 


"I have seen nothing In writing which

The recent drop in temperatures sig-

itially turned on to Insure home safety 
during the winter.

pipes, chimneys, gas ports and air In- 
takes; checking the vent to make sure it 
is not rusted, making sure the seal 
around the vent where it enters the 
chimney Is not cracked and tuck pointing 
the chimney where mortar has eroded. 


CHIMNEYS are frequently adopted as 


homes by small animals and birds dur- 
ing the warm months and any nests 
which might have been built should be 
cleared out before the furnace is turned 
en, said Hans Grlgo, technical consultant 
for the National Safety Council.

become convenience shelves during the 
summer and all combustible materials 
like rags, lumber and papers should be 
cleared away before the furnace is 
turned on.

Klchm's request was made at a com- 


mittee of the whole meeting of the Ar- 
lington Heights Village Board and late 
last night was stilt unanswered. 


Klchm also requested that various spe- 


cial uses for development of the property 
be approved if and when necessary. 
Specifically, Klehm cited the possibility 
of special uses for an auditorium, arena 
or stadium; a bus terminal or passenger 
train station, or a facility for the rental 
of motor vehicles. 


HE ALSO ASKED for permission to 


continue current uses of the property, in- 
cluding his residence, other greenery and 
nursery uses, signs advertising the nur- 
sery business, as well as wells and irri- 
gation. The board agreed to schedule an-

the village and Klehm was discounted at 
lost night's meeting because such an 
agreement Is by state statute, binding 
for a maximum of five years. Klehm 
said that the property may not be devel- 
oped for as long as 20 to 30 years. 


Formal consideration of the trade cen- 


ter complex and the annexation of the 
entire 120-acre tract will bo scheduled at 
an upcoming Arlington Heights Village 
Board meeting, probably October 1. Rep- 
resentatives from Elk Grove Village are 
expected then to repeat their plea that 
Arlington Heights not annex the devel- 
opment south of the Tollway. 


Half of fathers present 
when child is delivered 


New maternity department policies at 


Alcxlan Brothers Medical Center In Elk 
Grove Village have apparently won the 
approval of area parents. 


The most recent change, extending fa- 


ther visiting hours by one hour in the 
evenings, gives fathers who work during 
the day a chance to spend more time 
with their newborn children. 


The change allows the father In the de- 


livery room to share the experience of 
birth. 


According to Mrs. Carol DeBlasc, clini- 


cal nurse specialist In maternal child 
care, the number of fathers taking 
advantage of the new program is "defi- 
nitely Increasing. More than SO per cent 
of the fathers now elect to bo in the de- 
livery room," according to Mrs. DIBIasc. 


"A lot of the fathers don't go Into the 


delivery room because their family phy- 
sician won't let them," said Mrs. DC- 
Blase. "The decision is up to the physi- 
cian's discretion and his approval Is nec- 
essary before the father can be in the 
delivery room," said Mrs. DeBlase. 


The only other requirement for the pro- 


gram Is a six-week course that both par- 
ents must attend. According to Mrs. De- 
Blase, the weekly sessions prepare both 
parents for the birth experience and 
gives them an Idea of what to expect. 


The main way husbands assist In the 


delivery room, according to Mrs. De- 
Blase, Is by giving support to their 
wives. "If properly prepared there's no 
way a husband con be anything but a 
comfort to his wife during delivery," she 
added. 


Many fathers with other children are 


now taking advantage of the program 
and go Into the delivery room for the 
first time. 


"They're just ecstatic 
afterwards," 


said Mrs. DeBlase. "One of the more re- 
cent fathers here already had seven chil- 
dren, but was thrilled at the opportunity 
of feeding his new child 'before everyone 
else,'" she said. 


On special request, mothers with pri- 


vate rooms can have their baby stay In 
the same room. The mother cares for the 


child from birth, with help from the hos- 
pital staff as needed. 


Mrs. DeBlase said the change in ma- 


ternity policy was In keeping with tho 
hospital's policy of "family orientated 
programs." 


"Most families are more selective now 


In deciding when to have children," said 
Mrs. DeBlase.

Sewage plant may go underground

The Metropolitan Sanitary District 


may build the O'Harc Water Reclama- 
tion Plant In DCS Plalnes 300 to 400 feet 
underground In hallowed-out rock tun- 
nels. 


The local plant would be the first un- 


derground sewage treatment plant in the 
United States. MSD trustees have quietly 
authorized an engineering study to sec if 
an underground plant in Des Plaines Is 
feasible, ""Vustcc James C. Kirie re- 
vealed to The Herald. 


Building the plant underground would 


allow the district to develop the surface 
of its 104-acro site at Oakton Street and 
Elmhurst Road as a shopping center or 
apartment complex, Kirle said. The site 
is currently zoned for light-manufac- 
turing use. 


The O'Harc plant will treat 72 million 


gallons of sanitary sewage per day from 
the Northwest suburban area. The plant 
would also treat combined sanitary and 
storm sewage collected In deep sewer 
tunnels to be built as part of the Chicago 
Underflow Plan. 


For 8th Ward Des Plalnes residents the 


biggest advantage of an underground 
plant would be elimination of possible 
odors from the plant site, Kirle said. 


BUT, DES PLAINES. opposition to the 


plant site is not the reason the MSD Is 


considering the underground plant, Kirle 
said. 


"Economics is the reason," Kirle said 


pointing to a report by MSD Chief Engi- 
neer Forrest C. Neil. 


Nell said the district could save be- 


tween $5 and $10 million by building the 
plant underground. 


The savings In building the plant would 


come from a reduction In building de- 
sign, possible resale of the excavated 
rock, availability of the surface land for 
other uses and no delay in construction 
because of seasonal weather conditions. 


IN ADDITION, the completed facility 


would be less costly to operate and main- 
tain, Neil said. 


A proposal from three private engi- 


neering firms seeking to do design work 
on the underground plant also lists public 
acceptability, ease of expansion, and the 
fact that the treatment process would not 
be affected by sun, wind or extreme tem- 
peratures as other advantages. 


Nell said an underground plant could 


be completed four years from the date 
that engineering design work begins. 


MSD General Supt. Bart Lynam said In 


February If Des Plaines opposition to the 
plant were eliminated immediately the 
above-ground version of the plant still 
•could not be finished before 1978. 


The underground plant would be built 


without the need for massive quantities 
of concrete used in conventional plants 
because the rock structure would be used 
to form walls, floors and the roof of the 
plant, Kirie explained. The plant would 
use the same treatment processes as an 
above-ground plant. 


DES PLAINES Aid. Richard Ward's 


recent proposal that the MSD use cov- 
ered tanks at the O'Hare plant had noth- 
ing to do with the MSD's decision to con- 
sider an underground design for the Des 
Plaines plant, Kirie said. 


The sanitary district has been consid- 


ering underground plant 'construction 
since 1966 and the Des Plalnes plant is 
being studied 'as the first underground 
plant because it is the next treatment 
facility scheduled to be built, Kirie said. 


Kirie said he did not think putting the 


treatment plant underground would af- 
fect the district's plans for a combined 


sewage reservoir across the street from 
the plant site. 


Ward and other Des Plalnes opponents 


of the plant have expressed concern that 
odors from the storage reservoir might 
cause more problems than odors from 
the plant itself. 


Board members agreed at a study ses- 


sion Friday to go ahead with the $1.4 to 
$1.7 million feasibility study by a private 
engineering consultant familiar with un- 
derground plants in Europe. The board 
will formally vote to authorize the study 
at a future public meeting. The district 
will seek a federal grant to pay 75 per 
cent of the cost of the study, Kirie said. 


In addition to the study, Kirie said he 


and two MSD engineers will go to Swe- 
den to see firsthand operating- under- 
ground sewage treatment plants. Thir- 
teen slmiliar plants have been built in 
Sweden and Norway since 1941. 


Probe findings 'incredible9

The federal probe of shakedowns of 


builders and developers In Wheeling has 
uncovered corruption described as "in- 
credible" by one source close to the In- 
vestigation. 


"I don't know of any suburb that oper- 


ates the same way," said the source. 
Other communities are known to be 
"kinky" In some respects, he said, but 
. "nothing like In .Wheeling." 
' The investigation by U.S. Atty. James 
Thompson's office Is focused on reports 
of payoffs by developers to obtain village 
approval of such things as annexation, 
zoning, subdivision plans and water and 
sewer lines. 


Targets of the federal grand jury probe 


include certain present or former village 
officials as well as others suspected of 
violating the Hobbs Act by using ex- 
tortion and bribery to Interfere with In- 
terstate commerce. 


Prosecution of the case can be ex- 


pected to follow the pattern of the cur- 


rent Chicago police shakedown trial In- 
volving 23 former cops accused o[ ex- 
torting money from North Side taverns. 


That trial -has • featured a parade of 


some 50 tavern operators with immunity 
grants who hove token Uie stand to testi- 
fy of a systematic shakedown scheme al- 
legedly conducted by vice squad detec- 
tives under the command of former 
Capt. Clarence Braasch. 


The Wheeling case is also expected to 


make use of a large number of wit- 
nesses, many of them developers with 
Immunity from prosecution. The source 
close to the Investigation said the task of 
assembling evidence and lining up corro- 
borative testimony has been "monumen- 
tal." 


The developers reportedly have been 


difficult witnesses from the start, reluc- 
tant to testify and thus risk being tainted 
in the eyes of the community as corrup- 
ters of public officials. Their firms, some 
with, millions of dollars tied up in current 
projects, have much more to lose from 
what they believe would be bad publicity 


than the cabaret and go-go joint oper- 
ators in Chicago. 


BUT BY BRINGING a stream of de- 


velopers one after another to the witness 
stand, it will be difficult for any one Indi- 
vidual to be singled out in the public's 
mind. 


In addition, according to the source 


close to the Wheeling investigation, no 
evidence has yet been uncovered to in- 
dicate developers have skimped on build- 
Ing quality or been allowed to get around 
Wheeling's building code in return for 
bribes. 


That fact may be pointed out at some 


time by U.S. prosecutors to bolster the 
Image of developers worried that their 
testimony could damage sales or rentals 
of their projects. 


THE INVESTIGATION began early 


this year when evidence of a payoff was 
brought to a federal agent. It now cen- 
ters on alleged shakedowns of developers 
. but is expected at some point to probe 


other forms of extortion as well as pos-

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Careless smoking 
blamed in fire 
death of woman 


Careless smoking is believed to have 


caused a predawn fire in Rolling Mead- 
ows yesterday which took the life of 55- 
year-old Evelyn M. Guttcnbcrgcr of 391B 
Wren Ct. 


"Our investigation showed that care- 


leas smoking appeared to have caused 
it," acting Rolling Meadows Fire Chief 
Ted Locsch said yesterday. He said a 
cigarette dropped on a living room sofa 
apparently started the fire. 


Locsch said Mrs. Guttcnbcrgcr, a wid- 


ow, who was alone In the house when tho 
fire started, was found in the bathroom 
of tho house. She was taken by fire de- 
partment ambulance to Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital where she was pro- 
nounced dead, apparently from smoke 
Inhalation. 


Tho exact cause of death will be deter- 


mined by a Cook County coroner's jury. 


KIKE DEPARTMENT officials and a 


stale flro marshal determined the cause 
of the flro after spending yesterday 


morning Investigating the damaged inte- 
rior of the home. 


Locsch said the fire was confined to a 


sectional sofa in the living room of the 
five-room 
home. Mrs. 
Guttcnberger 


apparently was in the bedroom when the 
fire broke out, according to Loesch. 


AH the windows in the house were 


closed, causing the fire to smolder and 
cause "tremendous smoke damage" in 
every room, Loesch said. Total damage 
to the house and its contents has been 
estimated at $10,000. 


Firemen were called to the scene at 


3:42 a.m. by a neighbor who notified the 
department. Locsch said yesterday's rain 
was not a factor in extinguishing the fire. 
The fire was extinguished within mo- 
ments as firemen entered the house at- 
tempting to rescue Mrs. Guttcnberger, 
Locsch said.

It used to happen every Sunday, 


when Chicago Bears football fans 
would pack Into the neighborhood 
bars to watch the home town team 
on a supcr-antcnnacd television. 


But no more. 
Much to the fans' delight, especial- 


ly those waiting among 55,000 others 
for season tickets, the blackout has 
ceased. 
President 
Nixon 
Friday 


signed legislation that lifted tho ban 
on television blackouts of home 
games sold out 72 hours before start- 
ing, and for the first time since IflBl, 
fans wcro able to watch the Bears 
take on the Dallas Cowboys Sunday 
in their own living rooms. 


However It was a grim day for tho 


bar owners who had hoped for a full 
house of gusty enthusiasts, who rep- 
resented hundreds of dollars In reve- 
nue for the owners. 


Few came In to watch the game, 


and many bar owners arc wondering 
what to do with their super-powered 
antcnnacs. "We had five people 
come In to watch the game," said 
Lynn Clifford, whose husband, Tim- 
othy, owns Durty Nellie's West Irish 
Pub In Palatine. Tho room would 
normally be full, she said. 


Officials at tiic Wheeling Park Dis- 


trict invested in a $750 antenna In 
order to capture the Bears' telecast. 
They charged admission and busi- 
ness seemed all right, though not 
spectacular. 


BUT THIS YEAK they gave up al- 


together and didn't even turn the set 
on. In fact they are hoping to sell the 
high-powered equipment. "The idea 


(of making available the games) has 
always been shaky," said a park dis- 
trict spokesman. "Why? Wo couldn't 
sell alcohol." The television has 
since been moved to the new park 
center nt Wheeling High School 
where it may be in better use. 


Other bars also experienced the 


slack. "It was a little slow," said 
Jim Monroe, a manager of Butch 
McGulrc's of Mount Prospect, as he 
looked through Sunday's receipts. 
"More than likely they (fans) stayed 
at home to watch the game," ho 
said, adding that there might have 
been other factors like weather. 


"It definitely did make a big differ- 


ence," said Airs. Josephine Pope, of- 
fice administrator at Jake's Pizza, 
Elk Grove Village. She said that the 
place would normally be full, but 
since people can now stay home to 
watch the games, the football crowd 
would bo less Inclined to go out. 


Even at tho club house at the Gate- 


h o u s e Apartments in Arlington 
Heights, the usual 100 fans dwindled 
down to 25 during Sunday afternoon. 
"But 18 of those who happened to 
come in were members of a touch 
football team who were practicing 
outside," a spokesman said. 


The cease of the blackout may af- 


fect ticket sales the next season, said 
Patrick Marcuccillo, ticket man- 
ager for the Chicago Bears. He 
added that some fans might not want 
to tangle with the traffic jams, eat 
cold hot dogs or sit on the cold ben- 
ches. "But a football fan is a football 
fan and there arc only seven games. 
And he'll be there."

ically inclined or a heating contractor 
con bo contacted to inspect the heating 
system.

Experts warn homeowners to beware 


• of heating contractors who solicit door- 


to-door. The Better Business Bureau will 
assist homeowners in finding a reputable 
heating contractor. 


If there is an unexplained odor of com- 


bustion gases or smoke after the heating 
system has been turned on, it should be 
checked immediately b; a heating ex- 
pert, said Grigo.

Lift on TV football blackout pleases fans—not bar owners

It used to happen every Sunday, 


when Chicago Bears football fans 
would pad: into the neighborhood 
bars to watch the home town team 
on a super-antennaed television. 


But no more. 


Much to the fans' delight, especial- 


ly those waiting among 55,000 others 
for season tickets, the blackout has 
ceased. President Nixon Friday 
signed legislation that lifted the ban 
on television blackouts of „ home 
games sold out 72 hours before start- 
ing, and for the first time since 1961, 
fans were able to watch the Bears 
take on the Dallas Cowboys Sunday 
in their own living rooms. 


However it was. a grim day for the 


bar owners who bad hoped for a full 
house of gusty enthusiasts, who rep- 


resented hundreds of dollars in reve- 
nue for the owners. 


Few came in to watch the game, 


and many bar owners are wondering 
what to do with their super-powered 
antennaes. "We had five people 
come in to watch the game," said 
Lynn Clifford, whose husband, Tim- 
othy, owns Durty Nellie's West Irish 
-Pub in Palatine. The room would 
normally be full, she said. 


Officials at the Wheeling Park Dis- 


trict invested In a $750 antenna-in 
order to capture the Bears' telecast. 
They charged admission and busi- 
ness seemed all right, though not 
spectacular. 


BUT THIS YEAR they gave up al- 


together and didn't even turn the set 
on. In fact they are hoping to sell the 
high-powered equipment "The idea 


(of making available the games) has 
always been shaky," said a park dis- 
trict spokesman. "Why? We couldn't 
sell alcohol." The television has 
since been moved to the new park 
center at Wheeling High School 
where it may be in better use. 


Other bars also 'experienced the 


slack. "It was a little slow," said 
Jim Monroe, a manager of Butch 
McGuire's of Mount Prospect, as he 
looked through Sunday's 
receipts. 


"More than likely they (fans) stayed 
at home to watch the game," he 
said, adding that there might have 
been other factors like weather. 


"It definitely did make a big differ- 


ence," said Mrs. Josephine Pope, of- 
fice administrator at Jake's Pizza, 
Elk Grove Village. She said that the 
place would normally be fun, but 


since people can now stay home to 
watch the games, the football crowd 
would be less Inclined to go out. 


Even at the club house at the Gate- 


house Apartments in Arlington 
Heights, the usual 100 fans dwindled 
down to 25 during Sunday afternoon. 
"But 18 of those who happened to 
come in were members of a touch 
football team who were practicing 
outside," a spokesman said. 


The cease of the blackout may af- 


fect ticket sales the next season, said 
Patrick Marcuccillo, ticket man- 
ager for the Chicago Bears. He 
added that some fans might not want 
to tangle with the traffic jams, eat 
cold hot dogs or sit on the cold ben- 
ches.

Their firms, some 
with millions of dollars tied up in current 
projects, have much more to lose from 
what they believe would be bad publicity 
than the cabaret and go-go joint oper- 
ators in Chicago. 


BUT BY BRINGING a stream of de- 


velopers one after another to the witness 
stand, it will be difficult for any one Indi- 
vidual to be singled out in the public's 
mind. 


In addition, according to the source 


close to the Wheeling investigation, no 
evidence has yet been uncovered to in- 
dicate developers have skimped on build- 
ing quality or been allowed to get around 
Wheeling's building code in' return for 
bribes. 


That fact may be pointed out at some 


time by U.S. prosecutors to bolster the 
image of developers worried that their 
testimony could damage sales or rentals 
of their projects. 


THE INVESTIGATION began early 


this year when evidence of a payoff was 
brought to a federal agent. It now cen- 
ters on alleged shakedowns of developers 


but Is expected at some point to probe 
other forms of extortion as well as pos- 
sible Income tax law violations and other 
financial misdealings. 


A federal grand jury has been hearing 


testimony in the case for several months.

Their firms, some 
with millions of dollars tied up in current 
projects, have much more to lose from 
what they believe would be bad publicity 
than the cabaret and go-go joint oper- 
ators in Chicago. 


BUT BY BRINGING a stream of de- 


velopers one after another to the witness 
stand, it will be difficult for any one indi- 
vidual to be singled out in the public's 
mind. 


In addition, according to the source 


close to the. Wheeling investigation, no 
evidence has yet been uncovered to In- 
dicate developers have skimped on build- 
ing quality or been allowed to get around 
Wheeling's building code in return for 
bribes. 


That fact may be pointed out at some 


time by U.S. prosecutors to bolster the 
image of developers worried that their 
testimony could damage sales or rentals 
of their projects. 


THE INVESTIGATION, began early 


this year when evidence of a payoff was 
brought to a federal agent. It now cen- 
ters on alleged shakedowns of developers 
but is expected at some point to probe 
other forms of extortion as well as pos- 
sible income tax law violations and other 
financial misdealings. 


A federal grand jury has been hearing 


testimony in the case for several months. 
It has subpoenaed developers of major 
Wheeling projects built within the last 
five years. Also subpoenaed have been a 
number of present and former village of- 
ficials and several cartons of village 
records. 


Skinner said in mid-July that it would

Nursing home 
plan shunned 
by committee

A firm which operates nursing care fa- 


cilities for the elderly was discouraged 
last night by city officials in Rolling 
Meadows from pursuing plans to build a 
nursing care facility in the city. 


Representatives from Sheltered Car* 


Village, Inc. were told by the city coun- 
cil's building and zoning committee that 
residents of the area of the proposed site 
on Kirchoff Road just west of 111. Rte. 53 
would likely oppose the plan. 


Despite the committee's opinion, how* 


ever, the firm's owner, Robert Roskamp, 
said he will pursue the plan. 


Roskamp is one of three brothers who 


own the Firm which presently operates 
six nursing care facilities. Four arc lo- 
cated in Illinois and two in Wisconsin. 


He told the committee that his firm 


has purchased two three-acre parcels on 
both sides of 4500 Kirchoff Rd. The par- 
cel on the north side is located in the city 
limits and is the lot on which the firm 
would like to build a 100 unit, one-floor 
"skilled care" facility for the elderly. 


ROSKAMP SAID the facility would 


serve elderly persons who do not need 
nursing home care but who cannot or do 
not choose to live alone. 


To build the facility the firm must re- 


ceive rezoning from the city since the 
land is currently zoned for homes. 


But four aldermen told Roskamp last 


night he would "be wasting time" in try- 
ing to get approval for the facility. The 
committee members said residents in the 
area would probably object strongly to 
the plan. 


The plan would also require variations 


from city zoning codes which the city 
would be reluctant to grant, the com- 
mittee members said. 


Alderman Stephen Eberhard (3rd) told 


Roskamp he would oppose the plan be- 
cause it would be close to homes near 
the site. Three other aldermen also said 
they did not feel the site was suitable for 
the nursing care facility. 


A special zoning commission .will be 


appointed by the city council to hear the 
firm's preliminary proposal.

Lift on TV football blackout pleases fans—not bar owners

It used to happen every Sunday, 


when Chicago Bears football fans 
would pack into the neighborhood 
bars to watch the home town team 
on a super-antennacd television. 


But no more. 


Much to the fans' delight, especial- 


ly those waiting among 55,000 others 
for season tickets, the blackout has 
ceased. 
President 
Nixon, Friday 


signed legislation that lifted the ban 
on television blackouts of,'home 
games sold out 72 hours before-start- 
ing, and for the first time since;1961, 
fans were able to watch the .Bears 
take on the' Dallas Cowboys Sunday 
in their own living rooms. 


However it was a grim day for the 


bar owners who had hoped (or a full 
bouse of gusty enthusiasts, who rep- 


resented hundreds of dollars In reve- 
nue for the owners. 


Few came in to watch the game, 


and many bar owners are wondering 
what to do with their super-powered 
antennaes. "We had five people 
come In to watch the game," said 
Lynn Clifford, whose husband, Tim- 
othy, owns Durty Nellie's West Irish 
Pub in Palatine. The room would 
normally be full, she said. 


Officials at the Wheeling Park Dis- 


trict Invested In a $750 antenna in 
order to capture the Bears' telecast. 
They charged admission and busi- 
ness seemed all right, though not 
• spectacular. 


BUT THIS YEAR they gave up al- 


together and didn't even turn the set 
on. In fact they are hoping to sell the 
high-powered' equipment "The idea 


(of making available the games) has 
always been shaky," said a park dis- 
trict spokesman. "Why? We couldn't 
sell alcohol." The television has 
since been moved to the new park 
center at Wheeling High School 
where it may be In better use. 


Other bars also experienced the 


slack. "It was a little slow," said 
Jim Monroe, a manager of Butch 
McGulre's of Mount Prospect, as he 
looked through Sunday's receipts. 
"More than likely they (fans) stayed 
at home to watch the game," he 
said, adding that there might have 
been other factors like weather. 


"It definitely did make a big differ- 


ence," said Mrs. Josephine Pope, of- 
fice administrator at Jake's Pizza, 
Elk Grove Village. She said that the 
place would normally be full, but 


since people can now stay home to 
watch the games, the football crowd 
would be less inclined to go out. 


Even at the club house at the Gate- 


h o u s e Apartments in Arlington 
Heights, the usual 100 fans dwindled 
down to 25 during Sunday afternoon. 
"But 18 of those who happened to 
come in were members of a touch 
football team who were practicing 
outside," a spokesman said. 


The cease of the blackout may af- 


fect ticket sales the next season, said 
Patrick Marcuccillo, ticket man- 
ager for the Chicago Bears. He 
added that some fans might not want 
to tangle with the traffic jams, eat 
cold hot dogs or sit on the cold ben- 
ches. "But a football fan is a football 
fan and there are only seven games.

cleared out before the furnace Is turned 
on, said Hans Grlgo, technical consultant 
for (ho National Safety Council. 


Grlgo also warns that furnances often 


become convenience shelves during the 
summer and all combustible materials 
like rags, lumber and papers should bo 
cleared away before the furnace Is 
turned on. 


The general maintenance check can be 


made by the homeowner If he Is mechan- 
ically Inclined or a healing contractor 
can be contacted to inspect the heating 
system. 


Experts warn homeowners to beware 


of heating contractors who solicit door- 
to-door. Tho Better Business Bureau will 
assist homeowners In finding a reputable 
heating contractor. 


If there is an unexplained odor of com- 


bustion gases or smoke after the heating 
system has been turned on, It should be 
checked Immediately by a heating ex- 
pert, said Grlgo.

Student enrollment declines 


Student enrollment for the fall term at 


the 20 schools In Palatine-Rolling Mead- 
ows Dist. 15 has dropped by more than 
100 students. 


Sixth day enrollment figures compiled 


lost week show a total student enroll- 
ment of 12,156. This compares with 12,263 
In May of 1973 when the last official en- 
rollment count was made. 


"There were no great surprises (in the 


sixth day enrollment figures)," said Paul 
Jung, director of personnel. "The differ- 
ence was kindergarten." Jung said kin- 
dergarten enrollment was down by ap- 
proximately 80 students. There was also 
a slight decrease In enrollment at schools 
In Rolling Meadows. 


The school census indicated there 


would bo a stabilization of enrollment but 
the big unknown is what is going to hap- 
pen when all the undeveloped land Is de- 
veloped with apartments, condominiums 
and townhouscs, said Jung.

ning "not based on politics or person- 
alities." 


He added that addition of the hospitals 


would result in higher costs to patients 
and that Northwest Community Hospital 
should be allowed to expand as had been 
originally planned by the hospital board. 


CAROL JOHNSON, an unsuccessful 


candidate for the Schaumburg Village 
Board of Trustees, representing Tim- 
bercrest Homeowners Association, said 
the planning process for the hospital and 
the site selection were bad. 


"We know If they can build an airport 


in Lake Michigan, they can float a hospi- 
tal In Schaumburg," she said. 


Jane Murphy, a Schaumburg resident, 


voiced concerns about the environmental 
Impact the hospital would cause to the 
grove of trees and marsh near the hospi- 
tal site. 


Mr. and Mrs. Hal Caffereta told the 


state senators the hospital was needed 
and that the site should be accepted.

Probe findings 'incredible 


hy BOB CASEY 


The federal probe of shakedowns of 


builders and developers In Wheeling has 
uncovered corruption described as "In- 
credible" by one source close to the In- 
vestigation. 


"I don't know of any suburb that oper- 


ates the same way," said the source. 
Other communities are known to be 
"kinky" In some respects, he said, but 
"nothing like In Wheeling.". 


The Investigation by U.S. Atty. James 


Thompson's office Is focused on reports 
of payoffs by developers to obtain village 
approval of such things as annexation, 
zoning, subdivision plans and water and 
sower lines. 


Targets of the federal grand jury probe 


include certain present or former village 
officials as well as others suspected of 
violating the Hobbs Act by using ex- 
tortion and bribery to Interfere with in- 
terstate commerce.

"This tells you how effective the coun- 


selors were. The first night they're gone, 
we get this," said Kay Muller, park dls- 
'trict vice president and member of the 
Arlington Heights youth council. 


The counselor-ln-the-park program hod 


been funded by the village to put an ex- 
perienced youth counselor In the six ma- 
jor parks nightly during (he summer. 
They had been credited In keeping in- 
cidents of vandalism and rowdyism in 
the parks at a minimum. 


The ten-week project ended last Thurs- 


day night. Friday night a rock-throwing 
melee between youths, police and part 


security personnel broke out in Recrea- 
tion Park, 500 E. Miner. The con- 
frontation, spanning two nights, ended 
with five youths arrested, one with a bro- 
ken ankle, and $2,500 In damage to park 
buildings. 


Three Juveniles were charged with 


criminal damage to property. Another 
Juvenile was charged with Interfering 
with a police officer.

THE YOUTHS were turned over to

Trade center land owner 
seeks planning exemption 


Carl Klchm, owner of a 120-acre tract 


at the southeast corner of Arlington 
Heights Road and the Nortflwest Toll- 
way, last night asked that he be ex- 
empted from any planned development 
requirement on the northern 55 acres of 
his property. 


The southern 65 acres of the site are 


planned for the Chlcago-O'Hare Inter- 
national Trade Center, but no specific 
plans for the northern half of the proper- 
ty have been presented yet. 


Klehm's request was made at a com- 


mittee of the whole meeting of the Ar- 
lington HelghU Village Board and late 
last night was still unanswered. 


Klehm also requested that various spe- 


cial uses for development of the property 
be approved It and when necessary. 
Specifically, Klehm cited the possibility 
of special uses for an auditorium, arena 
or stadium; a bus terminal or passenger 
train station, or a facility for the rental 
of motor vehicles. 


HE ALSO ASKED for permission to 


continue current uses of the property, in- 
cluding his residence, other greenery and 
nursery uses, signs advertising the nur- 
sery business, as well as wells and Irri- 
gation. The board agreed to schedule an- 
other meeting on the Klehm property In- 
cluding plans for the convention center, 
which were not discussed last night. 


The inside story 
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Klehm's attorney, Frederick Cappetta, 


said the Intent of the request was to keep 
the undecided 55 acres as developable as 
possible. "Very few people can buy that 
size property and use It Intelligently. We 
don't know what the use will be, but It 
will certainly be an unusual use and 
we're trying to save as much flexibility 
as possible," Cappetta said. He added 
that It is likely that a future land devel- 
oper would have to come back to the 
board for planned development approval 
anyway. 


As an alternative to exemption from 


the planned development requirement, 
Cappetta said Klehm would agree to a 
plan development with the following spe- 
cial provisions: 


• That any planned development may 


include high-rise multi-family devel- 
opment. 


• That any development not be subject 


to any height restrictions other than the 
floor area requirement of the zoning 
code. 


• That the development not be re- 


stricted by any density limitations. 


He also said any special use require- 


ments would then be applied for as 
needed In regular fashion. 


A pro-annexation agreement between 


the village and Klehm was discounted at 
last night's meeting because such an 
agreement is by state statute, binding 
for a maximum of five years. Klehm 
said that the property may not be devel- 
oped for as long as 20 to 30 years. 


He indicated that his Immediate plans 


were to continue living in his family 
home and' also to continue the nursery 
business now In existence. 


Formal consideration of the trade cen- 


ter complex and the annexation of the 
entire 120-acre tract will be scheduled at 
an upcoming Arlington Heights Village 
Board meeting, probably October 1. Rep- 
resentatives from Elk Grove Village are 
expected then to repeat their plea that 
Arlington Heights not annex the-devel- 
opment south of the Tollway.

With the help of park personnel, 
both Spaeth and the second juvenile were 
taken into custody. 


Spaeth had his ankle broken in the 


struggle, according to police reports. 
Capt. Aldrich was not injured. 


Two more youths were arrested in the 


park Saturday- night for breaking win- 
dows, police said. 


Angelo Capulll, park superintendent, 


said yesterday, 100 windows were broken 
over the weekend. He estimated damage 
at least at $2,500. He termed the damage 
"the worst I've ever seen." 


Thomas Thornton, park director, said, 


"We are going to try to collect the dam- 
ages from the kids and their parents. We 
won't tolerate this, that's for sure." 


Thornton said Recreation Park has been 
a trouble spot all summer, but had not 
boiled over prior to this weekend. He 
said the park counselors might have pre- 
vented the "small riot." 


"There's not much that can be done to 


stop things like this before they happen. 
Maybe we should have left the coun- 
selors In the parks longer," he said. 


MRS. MULLER said the "unfortunate 


incident" points up the need for extend- 
ing the counselor program. 


"When -they (counselors) were there, 


this didn't happen. They kept a lid on 
things and set limits. That is the key to 
this: they drew the line. They wouldn't 
have let the kids get that high. You don't 
tackle a police captain if your head's on 
straight," she said. 


According to her, the youth council has 


not spent all the $9,000 the village al- 
lotted to the counselor program. She said 
there is still about $5,000 in the fund. She 
said the council will probably go back to 
the village board to get an extension on 
the time limit for the counselors. 


She said she favored having the work- 


ers in the parks during the warmer fall 
weekends and starting again in the 
spring before school ended. 


BUI Munns, Recreation Park super- 


visor, said, "The counselors would have 
helped. I'd like to see them in the parks 
| all year 'round. I don't have time-to go 


out and counsel and talk to the kids 
there.

Careless smoking blamed for death 


Careless smoking is believed to have 


caused a predawn fire in Rolling Mead- 
ows yesterday which took the life of 55- 
year-old Evelyn M. Guttenberger of 3918 
WrenCt.

ow, who was alone In the house when the 
fire started, was found in the bathroom. 
of the house. She was taken by fire de- 
partment ambulance to Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital where she was pro- 
nounced dead, apparently from smoke 
inhalation. 


The exact cause of death will be deter- 


•mined by a Cook County coroner's jury. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT officials and a 


state fire marshal determined the cause 
of the fire • after spending yesterday 
morning investigating the damaged Inte- 
rior of the home. 


Loesch said the fire was confined to a 


sectional.sofa In the living room of the 
five-room home. Mrs. Guttenberger 
apparently was in the bedroom when the 
fire broke out, according to Loesch. 


All the windows in the house were 


closed, causing the fire to smolder and 
'cause "tremendous smoke damage" In 
every room, Loesch said. Total damage 
to the house and its contents has been 
estimated at $10,000. 


Firemen were called to the scene at 


3:42 a.m. by a neighbor who notified the 


department. Loesch said yesterday's rain 
was not a factor in extinguishing the fire. 
The fire was extinguished within mo- 
ments as firemen entered the house at- 
tempting to rescue Mrs. Guttenberger, 


Loesch said.

Lift on TV football blackout pleases fans—not bar owners

It used to happen every Sunday, 


when Chicago-Bears football fans, 
would pack into the neighborhood 
bars to watch the home town team 
on a super-antennaed television. 


But no more. 


Much to the fans' delight, especial- 


ly those waiting among 55,000 others 
for season tickets, the blackout has 
ceased. 
President 
Nixon 
Friday 


signed legislation that lifted the ban 
on television .blackouts of home 
games sold out 72 hours before-start- 
ing, and for the first time since 1961, 
fans were able to watch toe Bears 
take on the Dallas Cowboys Sunday 
in their own living rooms., 


However it was a grim day'for the 


bar owners who bad hoped for a fun 
house of gusty enthusiasts, who rep- 


resented hundreds of dollars in reve- 
nue for the owners. 


Few came in to .watch the game, 


and many bar owners are wondering 
what to do with their super-powered 
antennaes. "We had five people 
come in to watch the game," said 
Lynn Clifford, whose husband, Tim- 
othy, owns Durty Nellie's West Irish 
Pub in Palatine. The room would 
normally be full, she said.' 


Officials at the Wheeling Park Dis- 


trict Invested in a $750 antenna in 
order to capture the Bears' telecast. 
They charged admission and busi- 
ness seemed all right, though not 
spectacular.' 
. BUT THIS YEAR they gave up al- 
together and didn't even turn the set 
on. In fact they are hoping to sell the 
high-powered equipment "The idea 


(of making available the games) has 
always been shaky," said a park dis- 
trict spokesman. "Why?. We couldn't' 
sell alcohol" The television has 
since been moved .to the,new park 
center at Wheeling High School 
where It may be in better use. • 


Other bars also experienced the 


slack. "It was a little slow," said 
Jim Monroe, a manager of Butch 
McGuire's of Mount Prospect, as he 
looked through Sunday's receipts. 
"More than likely they (fans) stayed 
at home to watch the game," he 
said, adding that there might have 
been other factors like weather. 


"It definitely did.make a big differ- 


ence," said Mrs. Josephine Pope, of- 
fice administrator at Jake's Pizza, 
Elk Grove Village. She said that the 
place would normally be full, but 


since people can now stay home to 
watch the games, the football crowd 
would be less inclined to go out. 


Even at the club house at the Gate- 


house Apartments in Arlington 
Heights, the usual 100 fans dwindled 
down to 25 during Sunday afternoon. 
"But 18 of those who happened to 
come in were members of a touch 
football team who were practicing 
outside," a spokesman said. 


The cease of the blackout may af- 


fect ticket sales the next season, said 
Patrick Marcuccillo, ticket man- 
ager for the Chicago Bears. He 
added that some fans might not want 
to tangle with the traffic jams, eat 
cold hot dogs or sit on the cold ben- 
ches. "But a football fan is a football 
fan and there are only seven games. 
And he'll be there." 
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Findings of U.S. probe here described as 'incredible9

The federal probe of shakedowns of 


builders and developers In Wheeling has 
uncovered corruption described as "In- 
credible" by one source close to the In- 
vestigation. 


"I don't know of any suburb that oper- 


ates the same way," said the source. 
Other communities are known to be 
"kinky" In some respects, be said, but 
"nothing like In Wheeling." 


The Investigation by U.S. Ally. James 


Thompson's office Is focused on reports 
of payoffs by developers to obtain village 


approval of such things as annexation, 
zoning, subdivision plans and water and 
sewer lines. 


Targets of the federal grand Jury probe 


Include certain present or former village 
officials as well as others suspected of 
violating the Hobbs Act by using ex- 
tortion and bribery to Interfere with In- 
terstate commerce. 


Prosecution of the case can be ex- 


pected to follow the pattern of the cur- 
rent Chicago police shakedown trial In- 
volving 23 former cops accused of ex- 
torting money from North Side taverns. 


That trial has featured a parade of 


some SO tavern operators with'immunity 
grants who have taken the stand to testi- 
fy of a systematic shakedown scheme al- 
legedly conducted by vice squad detec- 
tives under the command of former 
Capt. Clarence Braasch. 


The Wheeling case is also expected to 


make use of a large number of wit- 
nesses, many of them developers with 
immunity from prosecution. The source 
close to the investigation said the task of 
assembling evidence and lining up corro- 
borative testimony has been "monumen- 
tal." 


The developers reportedly have been 


difficult witnesses from the start, reluc- 
tant to testify and thus'risk being tainted 
in the eyes of the community as corrup- 
ters of public officials. Their firms, some 
with millions of dollars tied up in current 
projects, have much more to lose from 
what they believe would be bad publicity 
than the cabaret and go-go joint oper- 
ators in Chicago. 


BUT BY BRINGING a stream of de- 


velopers one after another to the witness 
stand, It will be difficult for any one'indi- 
vidual to be singled out in the public's 
mind. 


In addition, according to the source 


close to the Wheeling investigation, no 
evidence has yet been uncovered to in- 
dicate developers have skimped on build- 
ing quality or been allowed to get around 
Wheeling's building code' in return for 
bribes. 


That fact may be pointed out at some 


time by U.S. prosecutors to bolster the 
image of developers worried that their 
testimony could damage sales or rentals 
of their projects. 


THE INVESTIGATION began early 


this year when evidence of a payoff was 
brought to a federal agent. It now cen- 
ters on alleged shakedowns of developers 


but is expected at some point to probe 
other forms of extortion as well as pos- 
sible income tax law violations and other 
financial misdealings. 


A federal grand jury has been hearing 


testimony in the case for several months. 
It has subpoenaed developers of major 
Wheeling projects built within the last 
five years. Also subpoenaed have been a 
number of present and former village of- 
ficials and several cartons of villaga 
records. 


Skinner said in mid-July that it would

It's the time of year again 
to check out your furnace 


The recent drop In temperatures sig- 


naling the approach of winter have sent 
many homeowners scurrying to their 
basements to turn on their heating sys- 
tems. 


The National Safety Council recom- 


mends a general maintenance check of 
the heating unit be made when it Is In- 
itially turned on to Insure home safety 
during the winter. 


The general maintenance Inspection 


should Include checking the fan belt, fans 
and bearings to make sure they are 
okay; cleaning necessary parts like vent 
pipes, chimneys, gas ports and air In- 
takes; checking the vent to make sure It 
is not rusted, making sure the seal 
around the vent where It enters the 
chimney is not cracked and tuck pointing 
the chimney where mortar has eroded. 


CHIMNEYS are frequently adopted as 


homes by small animals and birds dur- 
ing the warm months and any nests 
which might have been built should be 


cleared out before the furnace Is turned 
on, said Hans Grlgo, technical consultant 
for the National Safety Council. 


Grlgo also warns that furnances often 


become convenience shelves during the 
summer and all combustible materials 
like rags, lumber and papers should be 
cleared away before the furnace Is 
turned on. 


The general maintenance check can be 


made by the homeowner If he is mechan- 
ically inclined or a heating contractor 
can be contacted to Inspect the heating 
system. 


Experts warn homeowners to beware 


of heating contractors who solicit door- 
to-door. The Better Business Bureau will 
assist homeowners In finding a reputable 
heating contractor. 


If there Is an unexplained odor of com- 


bustion gases or smoke after the heating 
system has been turned on, it should be 
checked immediately by a heating ex- 
pert, said Grlgo. 
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basketball team.

"High 
school young people are changing," said 
Mertz. "They don't always go for the 
loud rock groups for entertainment." 


Despite the hectic schedule, Mertz al- 


ways is looking for good talent for all 
sorts of entertainment. "There's a lot of 
fine talent but they're not making the big 
money," he said. "I've seen them knock 
themselves out for nlckles and dimes and 
these are top people."

Honda is best, 
Toronado worst 
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by United Press International 


WASHINGTON — Drivers can expect 


only about 6.8 miles per gallon out of the 
1974 model Oldsmobile Toronado, but the 
new Honda Civic will travel 29.1 miles on 
a gallon the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) said Tuesday. 


The two cars represented the worst 


and best gas mileage for the 1974 models 
uncovered so far in EPA tests. The agen- 
cy made the figures, and scores of oth- 
ers, available to the industry so-it can 
begin placing them on stickers on new 
cars to advise shoppers what kind of 
mileage to expect. 


The EPA promoted the voluntary In- 


dustry stickers program to make Ameri- 
cans more aware of the energy problem, 
to which cars contribute at the rate of 
170 million gallons of gasoline every day. 
About 95 per cent of the new cars sold 
are expected to carry the stickers. 


THE AGENCY said Tuesday's test re- 


sults covered about 80 per cent of the 
new model cars that are now beginning 
to appear in showrooms. The rest of the 
tests will be made available to the in- 
dustry when they are completed. 


The mlles-per-gallon figures are an off- 


shoot of the tests the EPA conducts to 
make certain new cars comply with 
clean air rules. The cars were driven 7.3 
miles at speeds ranging up to 57 miles 
an hour. The test is close to the average 
trip made by a car in the United States, 
the EPA said.

hamas. He said McClaney bad contributed to Pindling's cam- 
paign for election several years ago in hopes Pindling would 
give him a gambling license. The assassination plot was 
hatched, he said, when McClaney failed to get the license.

C. G. "Bete" Rebozo, personally cleared a $115,000 check 
paid by a Miami brokerage firm for stolen securities, but he 
said Rebozo had no knowledge of his criminal past 
Air Force employe wins appeal 
The Civil Service Commission Tuesday reinstated an Air 


Force civilian employe who lost his job after testifying before 
Congress about cost overruns on the C5A cargo plane. 


The order, issued by Herman D. Stiman, the commission's 


chief appeals officer, held that A. Ernest Fitzgerald was im- 
properly relieved of his $32,000 a year job as Air Force depu- 
ty assistant secretary for management systems. The ruling 
was final unless appealed within IS days. 


Fitzgerald testified Nov. 13, 1968, before a congressional

Walker asks ethics session

SPRINGFIELD - Gov. Daniel Walker 


Tuesday called a special session of the 
General Assembly to consider wide-rang- 
ing ethics legislation he said can dissolve 
voter doubt about politicians. 


Walker, who said the special session 


w i l l run concurrently with the 
fall veto session set for Oct. 15, said he 
will offer specific bills on ethics later. 
But generally, Walker said, he wants: 


• "Full and detailed disclosure of in- 
come'assets> 1|abi|it|es and net ^to ° 
f 


all candidates and public officials. 


• "Full and detailed disclosure of 


campaign spending by candidates and 
public officials. 


• "Full and detailed disclosure of ex- 


penditures and contributions by all politi- 
cal committees of all kinds, including 
legislative fund-raising committees. 


• "Full and detailed disclosure of the 


beneficiaries of secret land trusts." 


Walker also said he wants thd legisla- 


ture to fund his ethics board and start all 
over again on the creation of a state 
board of elections, mandated by the state 
constitution. 


The assembly passed a state elections 


board bill in spring but Walker said 
Tuesday he has vetoed it because it lacks 


"independent representation." He also 
said he wants a "better method of pick- 
ing members than having legislative 
leaders submit a list from which the 
governor must choose." 


The bill Walker vetoed provided for 


two Republican and two Democratic 
members. In case of ties, one member 
drawn by lottery would leave and the 
other three would vote. 


"A special session," Walker said, "will 


focus public spotlight on one dominant 
issue. The public can see how the Illinois 
legislature acts on ethics legislator!. 


"There is no doubt where the public 


stands. The people want full disclosure of 
all finances associated with people in 
public life. The doubt Is where the politi- 
cians stand. And that doubt must be re- 
solved," Walker said. 


The governor's action was met by mix- 


ed reaction from suburban legislators. 


Rep. Eugenia S. Chapman, D-Arllngton 


Heights, was not optimistic. 
"I wonder how much ethics legislation 


will be passed," she said. "We're going 
to get speeches made instead of accom- 
plishing anything. I'm for ethics legisla- 
tion, and I've voted for it ever since 1963 
when it was first Introduced. I voted for 
it then, and I'll still vote for It." 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, said Walker had 
telephoned him Tuesday morning to in- 
form him of the special session. 


He said the governor's action was 


"well advised" and that he was inclined 
to believe some ethics legislation will be 
passed because the "climate Is ripe." 


Walker's own campaign finances have 


been under attack, including the way 
$50,000 from Chicago millionaire Anthony 
Angelos worked its way into Walker's 
campaign kitty. 


Walker tried to make Angelos state In- 


surance director but Angelos bowed out 
when it was reported Angelos held state 
liquor licenses when he gave the $50,000 
to Walker. 


"The governor's own method of raising 


campaign funds is the best reason I know 
for effective campaign disclosure legisla- 
tion," said House Speaker W. Robert 
Blair, R-Park Forest.

Aides claim Allende 
did not kill himself 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) — The last men 


to see Salvador Allende alive say he did 
not kill himself but died fighting In the 
Sept. 11 military coup, former Chilean 
Ambassador Hugo Vlgorena said Tues- 
day. 


"Ho was killed while defending the pal- 


ace against Invaders," said Vlgorena. 
"He was killed by the military junta." 


The former ambassador said his infor- 


mation came from Allende aides who 
were flown to Mexico Sunday aboard the 
same plane that carried the fallen presi- 
dent's widow. He said they were the last 
aides to leave the Marxist leader during 
the attack on his presidential palace. 


Vlgorena said that Mrs. Allende con- 


firmed the suicide version because "she 
knew only what the official radio was 
saying." 


Meanwhile, In Santiago the military 


government said Tuesday it would put on 
trial as many as 5,200 persons arrested 
following the coup last week and those 
found guilty would be dealt with "sev- 
erely" — a statement Interpreted as 
meaning summary execution. 


Gen. Agusto Pinochet Ugarte, head of 


the four-man junta, also indicated that 
foreign leftists had been Involved in 
armed resistance to the coup. 


The junta canceled Chile's traditional 


Indpendence Day parade — the occasion, 
government officials said, that left-wing 
supporters in the days before Allende's 
overthrow bad been planning to use for 
their own coup, assassinating several 
prominent Chileans.

keep producing at a high pace and 
imports are increased, there should be no 
widespread fuel shortages this winter.

Agnew has 'no comment' 
on resignation report 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Vice Presi- 


dent Splro T. Agnew refused to confirm 
or deny Tuesday a published report he 
had discussed resigning his office but a 
top aide said there were no such plans 
even if Agnew had mentioned such a 
thought In a "dark mood." 


Meantime, the White House also re- 


fused comment on the report and de- 
clined as well to say whether President 
Nixon retained confidence in Agnew. 


Caught by newsmen as he left welcom- 


ing ceremonies for Prime Minister Zulfi- 
kar All Bhutto of Pakistan, Agnew was 
asked, "Mr. Vice President, are you con- 
sidering resigning?" 


"Gentlemen," he answered, "you know 


it's not my practice to comment on sto- 
ries from undisclosed sources." 


In a later Interview, Agnew's press 


secretary, J. Marsh Thomson, said the 
published report probably came from 
some friend who "misread his mood" 
during a private conversation with Ag- 
new. He said the Vice President may 
have "let down his hair in a dark mood." 


The report published yesterday mom- 


Ing in the Washington Post quoted an un- 


named senior Republican Party leader 
as saying he was "99>-4 per cent certain 
that Agnew would resign — possibly this 
week." 


Reports circulated during the day that 


the unnamed source was Sen. Barry M. 
Goldwater, R-Ariz., but he vehemently 
denied it. 


Agnew is under investigation by feder- 


al prosecutors In his home state of Mary- 
land in connection with alleged kick- 
backs to state officials by contractors 
while he was Baltimore County Execu- 
tive and Maryland governor.

African adventure 


Where else can you almost die of dehydration, 


and go antelope-hunting with peaceful Pygmies? 


by WANDALYN RICE 


It's a pretty fair guess that Burt Show- 


ers was tho only employe of High School 
Dlst. 2M to visit Timbuktu this summer 
on his vacation. 


It's nbo fairly certain he Is the only 


resident of tho Northwest suburbs to be 
harassed by members of the army In 
Zaire, to go antclopo hunting with the 
Pygmies and to watch Watusl dances. 


Showers, director of student activities 


at Forest View High School and a resi- 
dent of Palatine, spent seven weeks this 
summer touring what was once called 
"the dark continent." Even today few 
white tourists visit the lands he saw. 


His trip began In Senegal, on the coast 


of West Africa and ended In Ethiopia. In 
between he visited Moll, the land of Tim- 
buktu which Is now In the grips of the 
groat drought: Zaire, the former Belgian 
Congo; Nigeria; South Africa; and Ken- 
ya. 


"I never visit a place just to say I've 


been there," Showers explains. "Each 
place I wanted to see tho influence of 
colonial rule and I also wanted to sea 
what was left of the ancient Negro cul- 
tures. I wanted to sco people — animals 
were way down on my list of things to 
sec." 


And Showers did succeed In seeing 


people. He sow farmers In West Africa 
breaking up the ground with a stick. 
They do not use a plow, his guides told 
him, because "It will create too much 
unemployment." 


ON HIS TRIP to Timbuktu, Mall, he 


saw first hand the ravages of the drought 
that has spread across Mauritania, Mall, 
Niger- and Chad. "I almost died In Tim- 
buktu," he sold. "We had gone by car to 
a Berber village about 60 miles from 
Timbuktu and on the way back my body 
started to dehydrate from the heat. Fi- 
nally my guides started pouring water 
over me and I sucked water from a blan- 
ket on the way back." 


When he finally returned to Bamako, 


tho capital of Mali, a doctor told Showers 
how close he actually was to death on the 
edge of the desert. "He said I should 
have been drinking six liters of water a 
day In order to keep going. Actually, 
since I was chlorinating all my own wa- 
ter, I was drinking much less than I nor- 
mally do," he said. 


The drought-stricken area lies on fie 


edge of the Sahara and the desert seems 
to be expanding and taking over new ter- 
ritory. "I actually saw cattle drop over 
and die on the road," Showers says. 


American relief efforts In Mali Include 


three cargo planes that make five flights 
a day delivering food to Timbuktu. 
Showers left that country bearing a mes- 
sage from the head of the Mall tourist 
office. "He called me In and asked me to 
convey a message of thanks to the people 
of the U. S. for the food," he says. 


FROM MALI, Showers went to Ghana 


and Nigeria, after getting a Nigerian 
visa with the help of the tourist officer in 
Mall. Then he went to Zaire, the former 


Brrr! It's time again 
to check your furnace 


The recent drop In temperatures 


signaling the approach of winter 
have sent many homeowners scurry-

CHIMNEYS arc frequently adopted 


as homes by small animals and birds 
during the warm months and any 
nesU which might have been built 


should be cleared out before the fur- 
nace Is turned on, sold Hans Grlgo, 
technical consultant for the National 
Safety Council. 


Grlgo also warns that furnaces of- 


ten become convenience shelves dur- 
ing the summer and all'combustible 
materials, like rags, lumber and 
papcs should be cleared away before 
the furnace Is turned on. 


Tho general maintenance check 


can be made by the homeowner If ho 
Is mechanically Inclined or a heating 
contractor can be contacted to in- 
spect the heating system. 


Experts warn homeowners to be- 


ware of heating contractors who so- 
licit door-to-door. Tho Better Busi- 
ness Bureau will assist homeowners 
in finding a reputable heating con- 
tractor. 


If there is an unexplained odor of 


combusion gases or smoke after tho 
heating system has been turned on, it 
should be checked immediately by a 
heating expert, said Grlgo. 


Show biz agent says 
he's just a 'music nut*

Ills father played the piano and Ills 


mother played the violin. Young Syd 
Mortz sang the songs. Back In the 1930s 
the three often walked over to Chicago's 
Pacific Garden Mission on South State 
Street In their spare time just to do a 
few tunes for those who might happen 
by. 


Even now, Mertz, 43, can't resist n 


good sing-along session whenever ho 
goes Into a restaurant or bar and sees 
the piano player hammering away at tho 
keys. 


Growing up In the city, Mcrtz devel- 


oped a compassion for music which led 
him to participate In barbershop singing, 
choir directing and singing with a band. 


It also led him Into a career that re- 


quires him to find entertainers, musi- 
cians and other talents for all people to 
enjoy. 


SYD .MERTZ Is a show business agent 


and Is the president of tho National Pro- 
duction Management Corp. which he op- 
erates from his home at 1741 N. Windsor, 
Arlington Heights. He and his long-time 
friend. Bob Schocn of Chicago, recently 
formed the business which Is an agency 
(hot produces stage shows, theatrical 
productions and other events. 


Their hope for the future Is to get top- 


notch entertainers who appeal to most 
everyone In the Chicago area, 


"Show business Is not dead and it's go- 


Ing to be alive after I'm dead and gone," 
snld Mertz. "My hobby's music and I 
like show business. I guess I'm a show 
nut, or a Broadway musical nut." 


But for now, children and handicapped 


people remain a big concern to Mcrtz. 


"There's a great void In entertainment 


for young children from kindergarten 
through the early years," he said. "I 
firmly believe young children should sec 
real entertainment and see that this Is 
show business, real show business." 


THE DEST entertainment for the price 


of the ticket - that's what Mertx wants 
for children. "Of course I'm In It for the 
money, who wouldn't? But I really have 
a love for kids." 


Mertz and Schocn arrange for popular 


children's personalities to do shows for 


civic groups and organizations within a 
100-mile radius of Chicago. The latest 
shows were In Kankakcc, Glen Ellyn and 
In some cities in Indiana, featuring Chi- 
cago talent. 


Mcrtz began dabbling In the entertain- 


ment business more than two years ago 
when ho used to emcee competitions for 
the Chicago Sidewinders, a wheelchair 
basketball team. 


With Schocn, who had developed con- 


tacts through his soles and retailing job, 
Mcrtz found himself Involved beyond em- 
cee Ing. 


"One day my partner and I sat down 


and asked ourselves, 'Why should we do 
It for somebody else when we could do It 
for ourselves?'" 


MERTZ THEN broke off from his In- 


surance sales career after 17 years and 
Schocn his sales and retailing position. 
Since then, they have been working as 
agents on a hectic and time consuming 
schedule. "I can work seven days a week 
when we have to put on a show," said 
Mcrtz. 


He insists that they are not promoters 


who often "take the money and run," but 
producers of good educational entertain- 
ment for children. 


They also hope to promote more sports 


which would be a "release" for wheel- 
chair people. "We want people to know 
that If o person's afflicted it doesn't 
mean that he couldn't participate In 
sports." 


Mertz and Schocn ore presently ex- 


panding their services to provide enter- 
tainment for teen-agers. They won't com- 
pete with rock group promoters since 
they find that nostalgia nights and folk 
groups are pretty popular with young 
people nowadays, said Mertz. "High 
school young people are changing," said 
Mcrtz. "They don't always go for the 
loud rock groups for entertainment." 


Despite the hectic schedule, Mertz al- 


ways is looking for good talent for all 
sorts of entertainment. "There's a lot of 
fine talent but they're not making the big 
money," he said. "I've seen them knock 
themselves out for nickels and dimes and 
these are top people. 


Belgian Congo, a country where all 
names have been changed since the end 
of colonial rule, a fact visitors are kept 
aware of. "I nearly got smashed in the 
mouth with a rifle butt because I called 
Kinshasa Stanleyville," he says. 


In the eastern part of Zaire, Showers 


visited the Watusl and Pygmies and 
spent a nervous night in the jungle with 
two African guides he had never seen 
before. "It was just 60 miles between fhe 
Watusi camp and the Pygmies, but it 
took 18 hours," Showers said. "Our car 
broke down and we couldn't get water 
from the natives because I was a white 
man. Finally we ended up spending the 
night on a deserted road and it occurred 
to me that those two guides could kill me 
and take my cameras and no one would 
ever know." He slept very little that 
night. 


The Pygmies, however, were a delight. 


"They are such a peaceful people they 
don't even have a war dance," Showers 
says. He took his camera on an antelope 
hunt and at one point slipped and fell flat 
on his face in the mud. "These two little 
pygmies came back to pick me up and it 
was like picking up a giant," he says. 


THE TRIP BACK across the country 


to Kislnganl (formerly Leopoldville) was 
not as pleasant as the stay with the 
pygmies, however. "It was the longest 18 
hours of my life," Showers soys. 


His first problem come when he 


wouldn't pay a bribe to the officer at the 
airport — at that point a soldier grabbed 
him, threw him in a small room and told 
him he would'stay there until he paid 
$20. "I pretended I didn't understand the 
language — French — and ran away 
from the guard and got my guide to in- 
terpret. That embarrassed the soldier 
and he let me go." 


Showers finally got on a plane of the 


Zaire national airlines, but his problems 
weren't over yet. "They don't schedule 
the airplanes. Even the pilot doesn't 
know from one stop to the next where 
he's going," he says. 


At a military stop, predictably unsche- 


duled, Showers got into trouble with 
some soldiers who decided they were not 
going to let him leave. "They bodily 
started grabbing me and were going to 
throw me off the plane while we were 
taxiing down the runway," he says. "Fi- 
nally I yelled for the pilot and he rescued 
me. It occurred to me that no one knew I 
was there." 


FROM ZAIRE Showers flew to South 


Africa where he fulfilled a lifelong ambi- 
tion to see the Cape of Good Hope. He 
also saw Apartheid, the legal system of 
separating blacks from whites, at work. 


"I have entirely different feelings' 


about the black and white problems in 
South Africa now," he says. "I can see- 
the whites' view now where I couldn't 
before. When you give the black man a 
gun In many of these countries, they be- 
come vicious to blacks as well as 
whites." 


Even so, Showers found most of the 


ordinary people all over Africa to be 
friendly. "Even though the government 
and the soldiers would give me a rough 
time, the people were always wonder- 
ful," he says. "The black man is still In 
need of education. It's difficult for them 
to bo thrown into the 1973 civilization 
without the preparation." 


His last stops were in Kenya and Eth- 


iopia. He took a five-day camera safari 
through tho Serengetl, a giant animal 
preserve, saw an elephant fight, and saw 
lions and antelope and other African 
beasts by the hundreds. "The animals 
were just beautiful," he says. "I never 
want to go to a zoo again." 


ALTOGETHER THE trip cost Showers 


a small fortune, and it marked his jour- 
ney to "my last continent." He hod vis- 
ited North Africa on an earlier vacation, 
but "I felt as though I had never seen 
Africa." 


He brought back so many souvenirs, he 


snld, he plans to convert one room of his 
house into an "African room." The house 
has already been decorated to feature 
souvenirs from other trips. 


His next goal, he said, will be to tour 


the People's Republic of China — but 
that may have to wait a few years. "I 
hove to recover from this trip," he says. 
"I never got dysentery, but I did lose 15 
pounds. It was a great trip, but I'd never 
do it again."

Neighbors may oppose 
Prospect Hts. boundaries

Village officials from two of the three 


communities 
surrounding 
Prospect 


Heights have indicated that they may ob- 
ject to proposed boundaries for the 
emerging municipality. The third com- 
munity also is likely to object. 


Incorporation.efforts by the Prospect 


Heights Improvement , Association 
(PHIA) were given the green light Fri- 
day. Gov. Daniel Walker signed one of 
two pieces of legislation permitting the 
community to incorporate. Previously, 
an objection by any surrounding munici- 
pality was. enough to stop incorporation. 


MOUNT PROSPECT Mayor Robert D. 


Telchert said his village board wants to 
see final boundary plans from the PHIA. 
"As long as they (the PHIA) Include 
parts of Rob Roy, I imagine we'll ob- 
ject," ho said. 


Tho Rob Roy golf course Is the subject 


of an annexation petition before the 
Mount Prospect Village Board. But Tei- 
chert said even if the property weren't 
being considered for annexation, ho 
would dislike the plan because it divides 
jurisdiction of a single piece of property 
among two municipalities. 


The PHIA intends to incorporate a 140- 


foot deep stretch of the 180-acre golf 
course plus a strip along the course's 
west border. 


Telchert said for the same reason his 


village board may object to the proposed 
division of Palwaukee Airport. 


ALTHOUGH WHEELING village offi- 


cials have not said they will object to 
incorporation, they arc expected to, 
mainly because of the airport. Wheeling 
did object, along with Arlington Heights, 
to Prospect Heights incorporation 2(4 
years ago. 


"I don't know if we'll object," Village 


Mgr. George Passolt said yesterday. He 
said it would be a village board decision 
and it is not yet sure about some of the 
changes made in the proposed Prospect 
Heights boundaries. 


Arlington Heights Village Pres. Jack 


Walsh yesterday said his community 
would object if Prospect Heights tried to 
include Waterman Avenue within its 
boundaries. (PHIA officials have said 
they are committed to Including Water- 
man Avenue.) 


Any objection would be based on Ar- 


lington Heights' need and ability to pro- 
'vide services to the Waterman Avenue 
residents, Walsh said. 


This ties in with the provisions of the 


new law that does permit neighboring 
towns to object; however, the objections 
must be specific and based on ability to 
provide services. 


Walsh said the provision for objection 


"is not as strongly worded as we would 
have liked." The provision, he said, was 
included at Arlington Heights' request 


RICHARD WOLF. PHIA vice presi- 


dent, said his group will have to start 
incorporation efforts all over. A new peti- 
tion and map will be drawn up for sub- 
mission to the court, which then decides 
whether a referendum of the residents 
can be held. 


Meanwhile, Wolf said his group will be 


continuing education efforts among resi- 
dents. A package of financial informa- 
tion, which will include costs and taxes, 
is being prepared, he said. 


A referendum, if held, could not take 


place late this year or early next year. 


MRB Ranch stays open as state hikes subsidy

The MRB Ranch, a residential home In 


unincorporated Palatine for boys who 
are state wards, will remain open despite 
earlier talk of closing the doors. 


The IB-acre ranch next to Deer Grove 


Forest Preserve, was operating on a rate 
of $40 a day per child and was receiving 
the state rate of $19.60. Because of a 
heavy fiscal loss, officials at the ranch 
threatened to close down operations be- 
cause of the lack of state funds. 


However, state officials upped the rate 


by about $3 dally for each child after a 
three-man team from the Illinois State 
Department of Children and Family Ser- 
vices visited the ranch last week and 
recommended the Increase. 


"The increase was based on a 2^-hour 


visit," said Tim Dempsey, who heads 
evaluating Institutions for the depart- 
ment. "We thought ft (MRB Ranch) was 
very Impressive and felt that the depart- 
ment really needed the services they of- 
fered." 


BUT THE NEW Increased rates will be 


temporary until Jan. 1 when officials will 
establish the final rate based on a thor- 
ough evaluation. Officials from various 


state agencies will conduct the eval- 
u a t i o n s , assessing the institutions 
strengths and weakness and determining 
the rate, Dcmpsey said. 


Last year the ranch lost $44,000 which 


was absorbed by the owner, Milroy R. 
Blowltz, whom the ranch was named af- 
ter. "It was an untenable loss," said 
Blowitz, a retired lawyer. "I could stom- 
ach a $20,000 loss, but not that." 


IN ORDER TO minimize further finan- 


cial loss, officials at the ranch have 
made cutbacks, Including the payroll of 
their eight employes and seasonal help. 
"We're looking into all sorts of ways to 
keep costs down," said Rosemary Blow- 
itz. The. kids said they would help in 
cleaning the stables and our employes 
volunteer work, so we are all working 
together." 


She said that they have applied for li- 


cense to accommodate two more boys, 
thus increasing the amount of state aid, 
but maintaining the same amount of per- 
sonnel. 


But despite the increase in state fund- 


Ing and cutbacks at the ranch, Blowitz 
would still face losing approximately 
$1,500 a month, she said. 


Aside from the state allocations, offi- 


cials at the ranch "felt good" about their 
relationship with state officials. "We 
don't see the state as a thing to hurt us," 
said Carol Jacobson, director at the 
MRB Ranch. "The increase showed that 
they cared about us (staff and the boys). 
I couldn't function to fight it as an ene- 
my." 


Three weeks ago the state had in- 


formed them that subsidies could not be 
renegotiated until Jan. 1 because of cut- 
backs imposed by President Nixon. The 
ranch would lose $16,000 by that time, so 
officials were ready to close the doors. 


The MRB Ranch opened last August 


as a residence for emotionally disturbed 
boys. Licensed to accomodate 12 boys 
who are wards of the state, officials be- 
gan making other arrangements for each 
person due to the closing of the home. 


"We even applied to be foster parents 


of two of the boys," said Mrs. Blowitz. 
The group of boys picketed two weeks 
ags in Chicago in an attempt to keep 
their homes. 


"WE LIVE LIKE a family and we 


want to give them a sense of what life, 
real life is all about," said Mrs. Jacob- 
son. "It's a home to them, not an in- 
stitution."

. are usually a matter of cold figures, but 
there Is a personal story behind the ex- 
traordinarily strong statistics earned the 
other day by the movie "Planet of the 
Apes" on CBS-TV.

York City and Los Angeles were over- 
whelming — they just about went 
through the roof in New York — and the 
late Arthur P. Jacobs, who produced 
"Planet of the Apes" and its sequels, 
would have smiled knowlingly. Then he

But the really terrific part of the suc-

Stopping smoking triggers other changes in body 


It It true when you give up tmoklng 


your mtUbollim changes and your 
weight Inereaiei automatically? 


After almoft 30 yean of two packs a 


day, health forced me to itop smoking. I 
find my weight nil been Increasing while 
my food intake has not. Is this possible? 


There are gome changes In metabolism 


when people quit smoking. The amount 
of change depends on how heavy a 
smoker they have been. Nicotine is a poi- 
son. Just stopping the poison means that 
the body functions more efficiently. 


The change In weight associated with 


the change In the metabolism after stop- 
ping smoking is minimal More often 
people gain weight because they start 
eating more; the eating replaces their 
smoking habit. 


The other reason for gaining weight is 


simply a lack of physical activity. In 
some people nicotine stimulates a certain 
amount of nervous energy and this con- 


tributes to activity. This may not be no- 
ticeable at first. The hands an con- 
stantly moving and multiple small move- 
ments go on all day long using enormous 
amounts of energy. The quieter person 
will have relaxed muscles and use less 
energy. 


In general I think It Is wise for a per- 


son who stops smoking to make an effort 
not to gain weight. This means be extra 
careful about calories, avoid too much 
rich food, and at the some time start 
increasing the physical activity some to 
counteract the expected gain.

You are describing the "fainting lark." 


It Is a childhood prank, but it Is not safe. 
I have studied this problem extensively 
and found, to my surprise, that breath- 
holding can cause the heart to slow 
markedly or even stop. Powerful re- 
flexes associated 
with breath-holding 


slow or stop the heart's normal beating 
mechanism. 


When a person faints after this maneu- 


ver it's because the brain is not getting 
any blood. This can happen because the 
heart stops or because the squeezing on 
the chest during deep Inspiration pre- 
vents blood from returning to the heart. 


Slowing or stopping the heart and pre- 


venting blood from getting back to the 


heart, combined or separately, will pre- 
vent the normal pumping action of the 
heart. This limits the blood flow to the 
brain and fainting occurs. The longer the 
blood supply to the brain is shut off the 
more severe will be the episode of uncon- 
sciousness. Even convulsions con occur. 
The danger, of course, is that a person's 
heart might not start so readily or the 
circulation might not be picked up ade- 
quately before significant damage is 
done. It is possible for death to occur 
from such a maneuver.

supporting the legislation. 


The attempt to override Nixon's 


veto a week ago fell only five votes 
short, with both local GOP Con- 
gressmen 
— Philip Crane and 


Samuel Young — voting along par- 
ty lines to sustain the veto. Their 
vote is a shocking disregard of the 
effectiveness and popularity which 
the paramedic program has re- 
ceived in this area. 


If both men truly represent this 


area, we suggest they examine just 
how many lives the paramedic, 
hospital-linked emergency treat- 
ment plan has saved in the North- 
west suburbs. They might begin by 
talking with Rolling Meadows Fire 
Chief Thomas Fogarty, whose life 
was saved several weeks ago by a 
local paramedic team. 


However, Crane's and Young's 


votes typified the party-line nature 
of the balloting. The bill dealt with 
human needs, but according to ob- 
servers the veto battle descended 
i n t o a Nlxon-vcrsus Congress 
clash. 


Now a new version of the bill, 


minus a section offensive to Presi- 
dent Nixon which would have kept 


eight Public Health Service hospi- 
tals open, has been introduced and 
It must restart its tortuous climb 
through the Senate and the House. 


As with the old legislation, it is 


designed to fund paramedic pro- 
grams where they don't exist now. 
It would provide no benefit to the 
Northwest suburbs, but it would 
save lives in other communities. 


Whether this bill meets a similar 


veto fate, however, is unclear. Nix- 
on said, before Congress support- 
ed his veto, that $185 million "is 
far in excess of the amount that 
can be prudently spent." The mon- 
ey figure is no different this time 
than the last. 


We repeat what we stated last 


week: emergency, hospital-linked 
medical treatment, especially in 
heart attack cases, has saved 
many lives in the Northwest sub- 
urbs and has earned the ever- 
lasting gratitude of this area — as 
It has in other locations across the 
country. 


It boils down to a pragmatic, in- 


expensive — whether locally or 
federally funded — method of sav- 
ing lives — and Congress should 
vote speedily to approve, once 
again, the paramedic program. 


Cowen will be missed 


Wheeling Township Republican 


Commlttecman Richard Cowcn has 
suddenly announced his decision to 
leave his post at the end of his 
term and as a result suburban Re- 
publicanism will find itself less 
energetic, less articulate and per- 
haps a bit less appealing when he 
goes. 


Cowen, 38, has been on the scene 


in suburban political circles since 
he moved to Arlington Heights in 
•1061 from Chicago's Northwest 
side. At the age of 27 he was elect- 
ed chairman of the Cook County 
Young Republicans and has been 
deeply involved in Republican po- 
litical organization and campaign- 
ing since that time. Cowcn, in fact, 
is one of those groups of men who 
came to the suburbs at the begin- 
ning of the last decade to shape a 


new brand of suburban activism — 
not only in politics but in all forms 
of community life. 


That emigration of young men 


from Chicago had a lot to do with 


Richard 
Cowen 


the way the Northwest suburbs 
have developed. Cowen, like Rob- 


ert Teichert of Mount Prospect, 
Jack Pahl of Elk Grove Village 
and many others, came to the sub- 
urbs and gave the Republican par- 
ty a new personality made up of 
bright, tough young men. 


Political reporters who have ob- 


served Cowen for several years 
can attest to the man's com- 
mitment to the Republican Party 
and his own organization. 


In newsrooms he is regarded as 


sort of a puckish cross between 
Noel Coward and Jimmy Cagney, 
light on his feet, quick of wit and 
tough in a fight. 


Over the years we have had our 


differences with Cowen, but it must 
be said here and now that the dif- 
ferences were honest ones born out 
of the commJUeeman's enthusiasm 
for his party and its works.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The use of 


"executive clemency" as a political tool 
is certain to be explored in depth when 
former White House Special Counsel 
Charles Colson is questioned about his 
role In the release of Teamsters boss 
James R. Hoffa from federal prison in 
1971. 


Although the paperwork and mechan- 


ics were handled by former White House 
Counsel John W. Dean III, the political 
maneuvering was engineered by Colson 
as a part of a general effort to win 
some labor support for President Nixon 
in the face of opposition expected from 
AFL-CIO President George Meany. 


While the President had denied a role 


In the promises of "executive clemency" 
to the Watergate burglars, he has admit- 
ted he gave personal approval to the 
commutation of sentence in December of 
1971, that resulted in Hoffa's release for 
Christmas — only a few months after the 
United States Board of Parole had twice 
rejected a parole for the tough Team- 
sters boss. 


Colson has never been questioned un- 


der oath about his specific role hi the 
springing of Hoffa. 


Or on his conversations with President 


Nixon that led to his release despite ad- 
vice to the contrary from the organized 
crime division of the Justice Depart- 
ment. 


The Senate select committee on Water- 


gate and investigators for special prose- 
cutor Archibald Cox have come across 
additional information to support the 
contention that freeing Hoffa was "a po- 
litical deal," connected with the 1972 
election campaign and a number of pres- 
idential appointments and administration 
positions. 


John Dean has identified Colson as the 


major contact between Hoffa's friends 
and President Nixon, and as a significant 
force in the timing of Hoffa's release for 
maximum political benefit. 


From the outside the major political 


Impetus for Hoffa's release came from 
William Locb, a long-time Nixon friend 
whose Manchester, N.H. newspaper had 
a loan of approximately $2 million from 
the Teamsters Union's pension and wel- 
fare funds. 


Loeb's support of Nixon was important 


in the 1968 New Hampshire primary, and 
In late 1971 loomed as vital in heading off 
any early challenges to the Nixon can- 
didacy from the right or left in the Re- 
publican Party. 


Loeb's newspaper also had the poten- 


for being a vital force in the early show- 
mg of Democratic candidates, and 
•played a significant role In the decline of 
the presidential fortunes of Senator Ed- 
mund Muskle of Maine. 


The questioning of Colson will give the 


Watergate committee the opportunity to 
tic together the maneuvers from the man 
in charge of "the game plan." All of the 
ideas may not have originated with Col- 
son, but he was the man White House 
Chief of Staff H. R. (Bob) Haldemnn 
trusted to have the know-how to carry 
out the delicate tasks. 


The flavor of the Haldeman-Colson 


relationship comes through in the memo- 
randums from Colson to Haldeman In 
which he seeks to demonstrate his tough- 
ness and his loyalty to the Nixon cause In 
blunt terms that he would "walk over 
my grandmother" to re-elect Richard 
Nixon and a desire to "go down the line 
to nail the guy (Dr. Daniel EUsberg) 
cold." 


Haldeman, contrary to the Impression 


of his televised testimony, encouraged 
' the tough, hard policies that emerged in 
the present Federal Aviation Adminis- 


trator Alexander Butterfield. 


The private explanations of the Hoffa 


deal were likewise a sharp contrast to 
the public explanations that "executive 
clemency" was granted because Hoffa's 
wife was critically ill, and that the 
Teamsters boss had been "a model pris- 
oner" at Lewisburg Penitentiary. 


The Nixon administration's pre-elec- 


tion contention that the release of Hoffa 
meant an iron-bound agreement to keep 
Hoffa out of union office until 1980 has 
been damaged by recent assertions by 
Hoffa that he intends to run for office in 
the Teamsters Union in the next few 
months. 


The public denials of & political deal 


for Hoffa's release appear weak In the 
face of this series of events: 


—Hoffa gave his personal endorsement 


of President Nixon a few weeks after his 
release. 


—Teamster President Frank Fitzslm- 


mons led the International Teamsters 
Union's executive board into endorse- 
ment of Nixon for president, and en- 
dorsement of Mr. Nixon's general eco- 
nomic policies. 


—The Nixon White House suddenly re- 


versed its position to oppose anti-strike 
legislation In early 1972 — only a few 
months after President Nixon had 
termed the legislation critical and had 
persuaded Senator Robert Packwood, 
R.0re., to carry the ball for the anti- 
strike measure. 


It may be only coincidental that short- 


ly after Colson left the White House staff, 
the International Teamster Union switch- 
ed its SlOO.OOO-a-year retainer from the 
law firm of Edward Bennett Williams, 
who was representing the Democratic 
National Committee on the Watergate 
matter, to a law firm that Colson was 
joining, but it will be Interesting to see 
Colson grapple with the ethical questions 
involved. 


While the "executive clemency" was 


not granted to the Watergate burglars, 
and the question of President Nixon's 
role In the promises made by some of his 
subordinates remains up in the air, there 
was nothing speculative about whether 
President Nixon gave "executive cle- 
mency" to Hoffa. 


The general political nature of the 


Hoffa clemency Is now obvious, but Col- 
son, under the prodding questions of the 
Senate committee, could tell a very in- 
teresting story.

Marcos9 clean-up

As Philippines President Ferdinand E. 


Marcos labors to establish a firm base 
for his "new society" at home, he also 
seeks to improve the image of his autori- 
tarian government abroad. 


Special targets are the overseas Fili- 


pinos, about 700,000 of whom are concen- 
trated in the United States. 


U n d e r 
"operation 
homecoming" 


spread out from September to February, 
all overseas Filipinos are being invited to 
come home and see their native land, 
observe martial law conditions and de- 
cide for themselves whether things are 
better or worse since the beginning of 
martial law a year ago. 


All visiting Filipinos from abroad can 


avail themselves of half-price roundtrip 
plane fares, tax benefits, and royal treat- 
ment from airport to hometown. Ratio- 
nale of the project, according to one 
Philippine official, is to "allow our fellow 
Filipinos who haven't been home for 
years to judge for themselves how we 
are faring under martial law and to con- 
vey these impressions to their com- 
patriots and others abroad." 


What officials hope the visitors will re- 


member are improved peace and order 
conditions, the massive cleanliness and 
beautification drive in the cities and in 
the country, and, finally, the inculcation 
of national discipline among the tradi- 
tionally happy-go-lucky Filipinos. 


What Marcos also undoubtedly hopes Is 


that some of the goodwill engendered by 
this program will rub off on the United 
States government which has been nota- 
bly silent on what he calls his con- 
stitutional authoritarianism. 


Basic treaties between the United 


States and the Philippines expire next 
year and preliminary negotiations al- 
ready have begun. 


Clark Air Base and Sublc Naval Base 


In the Philippines are the United States' 
most important in the western Pacific. 


Also involved Is the future of between 


$2 billion and $3 billion in U.S. private 
investment in the Philippines. 


The once firmly anti-Communist Phil- 


ippines government is moving toward re- 
lations with both China and the Soviet 
Union. 


Manila established relations with Ro- 


mania and Yugoslavia last year. Under 
consideration are relations with Poland, 
Hungary, Czechoslovakia and East Ger- 
many. 


At home, Marcos has won points with 


his land reform program and seems to 
have brought the communist guerrilla 
threat in the north under control. He still 
must contend with dissident Moslems in 
the south. 


A majority of Filipinos appear either 


to approve his program or be willing to 
go along with It for now. 


A remaining sensitive issue is the num- 


ber of political prisoners still remaining 
in jail without trial a year after their 
arrest. (UPI)

Economic growth possible 
despite inflation: bank

Prospccta for slowing Inflation to a 


moderate pace arc not favorable, but 
continued high Inflation need not hinder 
long term economic growth, according to 
economists at Harris Bank, Chicago. 


"If policies of recent years are contin- 


ued, they Indicate Inflation of 4 to 5 per 
cent," says Harris Bank senior vice pres- 
ident and chief economist Dr. Beryl 
Sprinkcl. "The near-term outlook is even 
more Inflationary because of the price 
pressures pent-up by controls," Sprinkcl 
says In the September edition of Harris 
Sound of Business, the bank's monthly 
audio cassette series on the economy. 


Continued high Inflation may be the 


lesser evil among realistic alternatives 
open to the government, Sprinkcl notes. 
Implementing policies that would reduce 
inflation significantly would aba Induce 
a severe recession that nobody wants, ho 


predicts. "It might be possible to slow 
inflation over the next several years 
without recession if monetary and fiscal 
policies were only gradually tightened. 
Such an approach, however, would prob- 
ably be politically unacceptable since the 
public tends to Insist on instant results, 
even though they are not achievable," 
Sprinkel added. 


"There Is no reason why we can't live 


and prosper with high inflation," asserts 
Harris Bank associate economist Dr. 
Robert Genetskl. "After all, we've been 
doing it for years. The main problem oc- 
curs when inflation is unexpected, there- 
by resulting in an arbitrary redistribu- 
tion of Income. The key to living with 
high inflation Is to anticipate it and to 
Incorporate an inflationary premium into 
decisions concerning the future," Gen- 
etskl said.

Is affected by drugs. My spouse Is one of 
tho 0 million sick with a drinking prob- 
lem, tho biggest drug problem. 


"IF FAMILIES or friends could help, 


this letter would not be necessary. But 
wo arc powerless over alcohol, as they 
are. Many of us are dying and others 
have died from physical Illness trying to 
live under tho emotional stress due to 
a l c o h o l In the home. Alcoholics 
Anonymous, one of the best recognized 
programs of recovery, will not help un- 
lc« contacted by the alcoholic who gen- 
erally Is too proud to act. 


"The only hope wo have is you, Mr.

"Ninety-five per cent of those 9 million 


are on your payrolls. Probably the best 
summation of tho problem In business 
and Industry was made by James S. 
Kcmper, Jr., the Insurance executive. 


"Ho noted that the employer who says

If you keep getting a feeling that 


there's less money in the family ex- 
chequer, despite some fairly hefty pay 
raises in recnet years — that's no illu- 
sion. 


Unless your income has increased by 


more than 35 per cent in the past seven 
years, you actually do have less money 
to spend — in terms of purchasing power 
— because of the extent to which In- 
flation has whittled away the value of the 
dollar, and the bigger bite now being tak- 
en by taxes. 


Take, for example, a married man In a 


family of four, who was earning $10,000 a 
year in 1966. 


If today he's earning $13,500, it's been 


calculated by the Tax Foundation, he's 
suffered a net loss of $466 in purchasing 
power. 


INFLATION (38.6 PER cent since 


1966) has pocketed $3,016 of his $3,500 in- 
crease in earnings. Taxes — federal and 
state income taxes, and Social Security 
— chew off $950 more today than seven 
years earlier. 


And, almost certainly, he's actually in 


even worse shape, since these figures 
don't take into account local taxes — in- 
come, property and others that cut into 
spendable income. Almost without fail, 
they've all been on the increase. 


The Tax Foundation, a non-profit or- 


ganization for research and public educa- 
tion, points out that in the higher salary 
ranges there is even greater loss of pur- 
chasing power, since "higher salaries 
give both Inflation and progressive in- 
come tax rates more dollars to chew 
on." 


FOR EXAMPLE, given the same 35 


per cent increase in earnings, a man 
who's gone from $20,000 to $27,000 during 
the same period has, today, a net loss of 
$889 in purchasing power. 


He's losing $5,757 a year to inflation, 


while his tax bite has increased by 
$2,132. ' 


A breakdown of what happened to the 


$3,500 in pay increases of a $10,000-a-year 
man in 1966 goes like this: 


In 1966, with a $1,295 tax bill, his after- 


tax Income was $8,705. 


Today his after-tax income is $11,255 — 


in current dollars. But In terms of 1966 
dollars, he's taking home only $8,239 — 
a loss of $466 In purchasing power. 


And, just to sadden us a little more, 


that's $466 worth of goods at 1966 prices. 
Our hero is really doing without things 
that cost about $536 at today's prices.

FURTHER NOTES on the new high- 


interest-rate regulations for savings: 


Where you have a time deposit in a 


commercial bank or mutual savings 
bank, bearing a previous (lower) rate of 
interest, the bank MAY allow you to con- 
vert the account or savings certificate to 
one of the new, higher rates. 


Many savings banks, it now appears, 


are willing to do this — especially in 
'areas where there's strong competition 
for depositors' money — but you'll prob- 
ably have to take the initiative, and ask 
that this be done.

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Do they infringe upon retailer's rights?

Did you over try to find a discount or 


sale price on Corning Ware? Or on a 
Magnavox TV? Or on a Harmon Harden 
stereo component? 


There is only one price on each of 


these Items, no matter where you look. 
That's the price set by the manufacturer 
and maintained throughout this state — 
as well as 16 others — by something 
called "fair trade" laws. 


Originated in the 1930s, fair trade laws 


allow manufacturers to fix the resale 
prices of brand name merchandise. They 
were passed by state legislatures under 
pressure from manufacturers, who want- 
ed a legal bypass of such price-fixing 
prohibitions as the Sherman Anti-Trust 
Act. Passed by Congress in 1890, that 
law forbade any business agreements or 
contracts that restrained trade. 


In 19S2 Congress passed the McGulra 


Act, which ostensibly limited fair trade 
by permitting it only in those states 
whoso legislatures had passed the provi- 
sion. But 45 of the nation's 48 states al- 
ready had fair trade laws, and the act 
simply put the federal stamp of approval 
on the practice. 


FOR CONSUMERS, the price of fair 


trade laws is $1.5 billion a year In inflat- 
ed prices, according to a 1969 study by 
the President's Council of Economic Ad- 
visers. . 


The executive vice president of the 


Mass Retailing Institute has put the fig- 
ure even higher. According to MRI's 
Kurt Barnard, "Without fair trade laws 
many articles could be sold for 25 or 30 
per cent loss than they must be sold 
now." 


Although few consumers or politicians 


have paid much attention to fair trade 
laws cither at the time they were passed 
or since then, 11 states and the District 
of Columbia have outlawed fair trade, 
three more have no fair trade laws, and 
10 states have limited the practice. 
(Called "non-signer" states, they have 
ruled that unless a dealer signs a fair 
trade agreement, ho is not bound to fair 
trade prices.) 


But fair trade has finally surfaced as 


on Issue, at least within the retail In- 
dustry. The conflict Is between state fair 
trade laws and the federal price controls 
of the Nixon economic program. 


Speaking of ... 


LAST YEAR when the administration 


announced Phase II price controls, a dis- 
count chain in Son Diego found itself in 
the uncomfortable position of being 
unable to comply with the Price Com- 
mission's profit margin restrictions with- 
out violating the state's fair trade law — 
and vice versa. 


The problem arose when FedMart 


bought the inventory of a bankrupt gro- 
cery company. The stock included a na- 
tional brand liquor. FedMart sold the 11- 
• 


quor at fair trade prices according to 
state law, which consequently resulted in 
profit margins 15 to 25 per cent higher 
than on house brands. This'violated the 
Price Commission rule that profit mar- 
gins could not be increased except on 
new products. 


As the case continues in the courts, the 


U.S. Justice Department has joined with 
the Price Commission In claiming that 
federal price regulations supersede state 
law. But the state is claiming that the 
national brand liquor is a "new prod- 
uct." 


The president of FedMart, Sol Price, 


has fought fair trade since he founded 
the' discount chain 18 years ago. Prlco 
told Business Week magazine last year 
he couldn't understand "why some con- 
sumer group has not attacked these laws 
as inflationary and1 unfair to con- 
sumers." 


BUT RECENTLY some consumerlsts, 


including Ralph Nader, as well as the 
Federal Trade Commission, have begun 
ganging up on fair trade. They have 
joined with other Irate retailers like 
Prico who are finding fair trade laws 
more and more cumbersome as mer- 
chandising becomes more regional. Pric- 
ing and bookkeeping are chaotic under 
such circumstances, retailers say. 


In a bold move lost year, a chain store 


in New England cut fair trade prices on 
Corning Ware in its Massachusetts 
stores. Corning Ware sets that fair 
traded in Massachusetts at $9.99 were 
selling for $5.55 in neighboring Provi- 
dence, R.I., a non-fair trade state — and 
the chain has stores in both states. 


Leading the opposition for such retail- 


ers as this one Is the Mass Retailing 
Institute, which has urged Congress to 
repeal the federal statute permitting 
state fair trade laws. Claiming the sup-

port of "the majority" of manufacturers 
and wholesalers, MRI accuses appliance, 
TV and housewares manufacturers of 
"sabotaging the nation's anti-inflationary 
efforts by protecting their high prices be- 
hind the fair trade shield." 


As more merchandisers follow the lead 


of the New England chain and refuse to 
observe fair trade prices, the president 
of a department store chain in Pennsyl- 
vania predicts that "the days of fair 
trade are probably limited." 


AND ACCORDING TO Merchandising 


Week magazine, some producers of fair- 
traded items are themselves dubious 
about the prospects and are looking for 
alternatives. 


"We don't know what we're going to 


do," the trade magazine quoted one pro- 
ducer. "We can threaten suits ... but 
maybe we'll lose our shirts in the pro- 
cess." 


But fair trade Is still supported rather 


fiercely by small retailers — and by 
some larger, non-discount merchandi- 
sers. According to an executive of Gim- 
bel's, fair trade is needed to bring out 
new products. 


Smaller dealers, of course, feel they 


need fair trade laws to enable them to 
compete with mass merchandisers. The 
more theoretical supporters of fair trade 
say it is necessary to ensure a stable 
pricing structure and to permit more em- 
phasis on quality rather than price in ad- 
vertising. 


But the opponents retort that fair trade 


is on infringement on the retailer's right 
of free enterprise, and that it only serves 
to subsidize inefficient merchants. 


REGARDLESS OF their positions, 


however, many members of the industry 
feel fair trade can't work on a state-by- 
state basis, and that it must either go 
national or fade out. 


In Illinois, fair trade has been on the 


books since 193S and has largely gone 
unnoticed by both the public and the leg- 
islature — which may be the secret of its 
survival. 


According to the 1973 issue of Con- 


sumer Guide's price catalogue, for ex- 
ample, an Amana freezer will cost you 
$159 in Illinois compared to $133 in a non- 
fair trade state, and a Panasonic color 
TV here is fair-traded at $459.95 while it 
sells in other states for $409.20.

It was way back in 1957 that the first 


of our four children entered the public 
school system. I've learned a lot in 16 
years: everything from "101 Sure-Fire 
Ways to Guarantee That You Bring the 
Punch (Canned) Instead of the Cookies 
(Homo-Baked) to the Gradcstcrs' Christ- 
mas Sing" to "What the ACT Scores 
Mean." 


Unfortunately, I have never managed 


to solve the Lunch Money Crisis. Nor con 
I really expect to at this late date. 


Oh, the price is right. The problem Is 


having the right amounts of change at 
the right time. And whan you're talking 
about three students now In school, the 
problem Is truly formidable. ' 


We fought It for awhile by brown-bag- 


ging our own: peanut butter, wall to 
wall. But I never could keep up with the 
Crunchy Kids vs. the Creamy Kids. And, 
believe me, no crunchy peanut butter afi- 
cionado will go near a creamy sandwich, 
or vice versa. 


I SOLVED THE problem temporarily 


by putting one sandwich of each in each 
lunch bag, figuring I'd have to be right 
at least 50 per cent of the time. But then 
we kept running out of brown paper 
bags. (Yes, they do sell lunch bags In the 
grocery stores. And very pretty ones, 
too. But I have a husband who's uncon- 
ditionally opposed to buying paper bags 
on grounds of ecology, economy and 
probably the Constitution. Which, trans- 
lated, means, It Isn't the principle of the 
thing, it's the money.) 


So, once again, wo come back to the 


Cash Crunch for the dally Lunch Bunch. 


Now, you may have a five-figure in- 


come and an enviable portfolio of blue 
chip stocks. But I doubt If even the origi- 
nal John D. Rockefeller with all his fa- 
mous dimes could have come up with the 
right change day after day after day af- 
ter day. 


Of course, systems and figures differ 


from school to school and grade to 
grade. 


Our high school, for Instance, operates 


on a cash-only basis. Moreover, a kid 
who can't go through the express or ex- 
act change lane may just skip lunch en- 
tirely. 


Since lunch is 50 cents, we thought we 


had this one taken care of by picking up 
a $10-roll of quarters, say, once a month. 


TEN DOLLARS SHOULD equal 40 


quarters, 20 lunches, or four weeks. 
Schools, however, have a lot of holidays, 
or at least it seems that way to those of 
us who work in Industry, so your quar- 
ters never come out even. 


Not that it really matters. Unless you 


have a time lock on your money box, the 
roll of quarters loudly proclaimed as 
being "For Lunch Money Only" becomes 
everybody's 
handy-dandy 
emergency 


fund. The roll you thought would last a 
month or more may well disappear in 
just three or four days. 


This is no problem with our elementa- 


ry school youngsters, since their school 
operates on lunch tickets. Every 20 
lunches, I write a check to Community 
Unit School Dlst 428. (Or at least I think 
that's what I write It out to; it always 
takes a little extra time to find the old 
check stub and be sure.) The title is not 


only long enough to give you writer's 
cramp; there also Isn't room on an ordi- 
nary check to cram all that in. Yet I 
am still conditioned enough to the pen- 
manship and neatness standards of my 
own school years to feel sure I'd get a 
falling grade if I abbreviated or left 
something out. 


However, no self-respecting, red-blood- 


ed American child ever gives you ad- 
vance notice that he needs a new lunch 
ticket. 


If you are supposed to leave for work 


at 8 a.m., you can bet he'll mention at 
7:59 a.m. that his lunch tickets are out 
and it's time for you to write a check. 


YES, YOU'LL BE a little late to the 


office. In fact, you'll be a little late twice 
instead of a little later once, since the 
younger and older child never manage to 
use up a lunch ticket at the same time. 
Since they go to the same school on the 


same days, this lack of synchronization 
is one of the minor mysteries of the 
American educational system. Some- 
times it's better not to reason why; just 
write those checks. 


All of these things, however, I could 


manage, if it weren't for the final straw 
of milk money. This is partly my own 
fault. Last year, milk at our schools cost 
just three cents for a half-pint carton, 
which figures out (I think) to 12 cents a 
quart. At those prices, I urged all three 
youngsters to guzzle down at least one 
extra carton every lunch. 


This year, the price jumped to seven 


cents, or 28 cents a quart. Unfortunately, 
our offspring are now addicted. So, once 
I manage checks and quarters, I also 
have to find three nlckles and six pen- 
nies. Exactly. Every morning. Early.

There's still enough warm weather to 


consider a cold buffet for Sunday brunch. 
If you're a good manager like Corlnne 
Abel, you cook for two or three days 
ahead — a dish each day — so that on 
Sunday there's little to do but put things 
on. The way his nibs went for the lentil 
salad made It a must to ask for the rec- 
ipe. This is a good one because lentils 
are high in protein and vitamin B and 
low In fat content The salad can be 
made days ahead. For one pound of len- 
tils, carefully picked over and washed, 
add five cups of water, one bay leaf, salt 
and two onions, each stuck with a clove. 
Simmer, covered, until tender — about 
30 minutes. Drain and remove onions 
and bay leaf. Then mix together two- 
thirds of a cup of olive oil, one-fourth cup 
of wine vinegar, one-fourth teaspoon of 
dry mustard, one-fourth teaspoon of sug- 
ar, one-half teaspoon of Worcestershire 
sauce, one chopped garlic bud, one half- 
cup of chopped scallions and three table- 
spoons of chopped parsley. Mix through 
lentils —that's it.• •

Dear Dorothy: What's the best way to 


get rust off a tile floor? — Marian Lukas 


Depends on the tile. If it's a resilient 


tile, try 0000 steel wool carefully, or a bit 
of absorbent cotton dipped in chlorine 
bleach, keeping an eye on it.

It's too bad they're going to wait to do 


a movie of the life of Eddie Feigner, the 
indcstructabic and cagey globe-trotting 
softballcr who is part ringmaster, part 
magician and mostly the very best play- 
er in his sport today and yesterday. 


Hollywood might do his story justice, 


just as they've done with other sports 
heroes. But those flicks dealt mostly with 
players over-the-hill, dead or both. 


Eddie Feigner, on the other hand, is 


very much alive and annually thrills 
thousands of fans across the country with 
the best brand of 12-inch, fast pitch soft- 
ball ever seen. 


Now Is the best time to do Eddie's life 


so the fans who aren't tuned In to his 
greatness can still see Mm In action and 
marvel nt his pitching feats and sleight- 
of-hand artistry. 


Feigner is to his sport what Aaron, 


Hull, Butkus and Abdul-Jabbar arc to 
theirs. He Is superstar personified. He is 
the King, as in, The King and His Court 
softball team. 


The Court isn't just any team, not by a 


long shot... or long home run ... as 
fans in Chicago; Charleston, 111.; In- 
dianapolis; Columbus, Ohio; and Joilet; 
in that order, found out In the past week 
as the famed traveling show brought its 
six month 200-game tour to a close for 
the 27th strnigm year. 


The Court isn't just any team mainly 


because of the inimitable Feigner. The 
team plays with only four men on the 
field at one time: THE pitcher, a catch- 
er, first baseman and shortstop.'And yet 
they whip nine man championship 
squads and all-star conglomerations 
which year after year attempt to ambush 
the Court. They hope to pull off a mir- 
acle and win — which they don't, at least 
not very often. 


The reason lies with the King's multi- 


plicity of pitching talents. He's able to 
combine his repertoire of 1,300 pitches 


which he throws at five different speeds 
nut of 14 different windups and 14 differ- 
ent hand deliveries with a cocky self-as- 
surance that noboby can hit him if he 
decides he doesn't want them to. 


Of course, the King could do just that, 


considering that he has won 4,300 games, 
including 187 in a row over one stretch, 
while losing only 080. He has tossed 200 
perfect games, more than 700 no-hitters 
and 1,400 shutouts. 


What makes those statistics even more 


remarkable is that in at least one Inning 
of each game the King pitches BLIND- 
FOLDED. Another inning he pitches 
from double the normal distance from 
the mount to home plate. He also pitches 
between his legs ("you have to be care- 
ful," he says. "You can hurt your 
knees.", behind his back and from just 
about any other position you can imag- 
ine. 


But the game would be a great, big 


bore if the King over put his mind to it 
and anyway, that would threaten his live- 
lihood. (The team charges between $300 
and $1,000 a game.) A lot of fans would 
come out even if they already knew the 
Court was going to win the game be- 
cause of the sheer pleasure of watching 
the King pitch. But some wouldn't and, 
after all, where there's money involved 
give the fans what they want. 


"You can bet," the King once said, 


"that if tho bottom line of our contract 
read we don't get paid if we lose we'd 
never lose." 


At 49 years of age, the King Is begin- 


ning to show the wear and tear that 
comes from traveling three million miles 
and playing before 11 million people 
across the world. Despite finding ids own 
"fountain, of youth" which has enabled 
him to play the sport this long, his face 
is becoming more craggy and his bones 
more creaky as the rigorous schedule be- 
gins to take its toll.

He was bundled up with heavy 
towels around his neck and chest under 
his red, white and blue jacket to keep the 
cool, crisp, fall ah* from affecting his 
health. So wrapped up, his large frame 
appeared even larger, especially when 
he looked down at youngsters who sought 
his autograph. His red, white and blue 
glove was tucked under his arm. 


While the King was being interviewed 


near the first base dugout, his team- 
mates were In the outfield battling mos- 
quito1! during a game of catch. Later, 
just before the game, he grabbed a mi- 
crophone to introduce his team. He rflso 
Informed the crowd that the Court's de- 
termined but out-of-luck opponents for 
the evening was the Skokle Club. 


"I have nothing against these guys," 


says the King. "It's just their turn (to 
get beat." It was, indeed, their turn as 
Feigner dominated Skokie with his wide 
assortment of pitches and chatter. He 
was touched for four runs (and four of 
six hits in the game) in the fourth inning 
but that was while he was pitching blind- 
folded. That made the score 5-4 so Feig- 
ner took off the blindfold and didn't allow 
another run. 


The King's teammates staked him to 


that 5-0 lead, largely due to the powerful 
hitting of first baseman Al Jackson, 
whose grand slam home run in the first 
inning and solo shot in the second pro- 
vided all the runs. 


Jackson is the star hitter on the Court. 


His two home runs gave him 86 for the 
season. The ball rockets off his alumi- 
num bat in such a way it sounds like a 
live mouse instead of a baseball was hit 
off the meat portion of his club. 


The King also is on outstanding hitter. 


although lie spends most of his time con- 
centrating on pitching so Us batting av- 
erage suffers. He brings along a fifth 
pla>er as a designated hitter and runner 
for him. After the first or second innings 
he doesn't hat again and when he gets on 
base lie is replaced by the pinch runner. 


Meanwhile, the King is dazzling the 


Skokie Club. His fastest fastball has been 
clocked at 104 miles per hour but he's 
lost some of the zip off of It. At least he 
can't throw that fast consistently. But 
just the threat of such a pitch coming the 
batter's way is enough to make him 
think twice about getting a toehold at the 
plate. 


Along with the screaming fastball, the 


King has one of those lazy, forever-get- 
ting-to-the plate changeups which has Hie 
batter swinging at the pitch sometimes 
before it's even thrown. "I once struck 
out a man on ONE pitch," the King hkes 
to boast facetiously. "He swung and 
missed three times at the SAME change- 
up." 


After beating the Skokie Club and put- 


ting on a post-game pitching demonstra- 
tion, the King talked of how he might 
have been Eddie Feigner, the major 
league's finest relief specialist, but that 
he's doing fine new on the Softball cir- 
cuit, thank you. 


"I could have been a great reliefer. 


The batters would never have seen any 
of the pitches I throw. If I was in my 
prime now I could be great." 


What prevented the King from being 


the King of professional baseball was the 
unwillingness of the sport's officials to 
reduce the height of the mound from IS 
Inches to its present height of six inchts. 
The former height didn't provide enough 
leverage for the King or any other soft- 
bailer so "what might have been" turned 
into a sparkling career in 12-inch ball. 


"Hollywood told me they would do my

We've been using a 23-foot Discoverer 


motorhomo for the past few weeks, and 
while the jury is still out, our guess is 
that the motorhomo has still got to be 
one of the most convenient forms of va- 
cation-travel there is. 


The feeling is by no means unanimous, 


however, for this wriler's family dis- 
agrees. They feel If they are going camp- 
Ing that they really want to camp out — 
get away from it all - Including the 
graveled parking slabs and the elec- 
trical, water and sewage hookups of pri- 
vate and state campgrounds. 


My family's Idea of a perfect camping 


trip would be total Isolation in the middle 
of some vast woods where the only other 
living creatures would be the kind that 
don't shout "HI, there, I'm Rick and 
that's Janlco and we're from Keokuk, 
Iowa, how about a beer?" 


The fact that cooking, cleaning and 


even sleeping Is to much more comfort- 
able and easier In a molorhome than In a 
lent doesn't phase them. I RUMS they are 
what you call "real campers." My major 
disagreement with them Is In travel com- 
fort 


That Is, I personally enjoy tent camp- 


ing and tho attendant privacy very 
much, although I have to confess that I 
don't sleep as soundly In a tent as I do in 
the motorhomc. But what I like most 
about a motorhomc, Is the driving part 
of tho trip. 


In a regular auto, tho kids sit thrce- 


across in the back scat and inevitably 
ono or another of them feels he or she 
isn't getting tho fair share of backseat 
space, so there Is some yelling back and 
forth until It is solved. 


In a car, it's hard to enjoy a cup of 


coffee as you travel 900 miles down 
Route 65, or whatever. In a motorhome, 
tho hostess just steps back to tho stove, 
heats up tho coffco and serves her cap- 
tain. Or she can provide a snack nt a 
rest stop without ever leaving tho motor- 
homo. 


A* far a» the driving It.iclf, motor- 


homes are about like driving a bus or 
truck. Power iteerlng, power brakes and 
automatic transmbilons have 
made 


them truly a joy to handle. They don't 
swing and sway when big semi's meet 
you and they are much easier to maneu- 
ver In tight small-town traffic than you 
might Imagine. 


Our main criticism of motorhome driv- 


ing Is tho fact that nearly all of them 
have that shortened front-end, which 
means the engine Is sitting right between 
the driver's scat and the passenger scat. 
As a result, there Is a lot of yelling re- 
quired to communicate with the driver,

because the motor sound Isn't as well 
muffled as the manufactuers (all brands 
that we've driven are included in this 
one) believe it is. 


Also, because of motor and wind noise, 


tho radio has to be turned up pretty loud, 
so the driver can hear it. This means the 
rear seat speakers are too loud for com- 
fort for passengers. All these are strictly 
minor complaints, however, far from off- 
setting the fun and ease of motorhome 
travel. 


Other niceties, such as air condi- 


tioning, forced air heat, shower, double 
bed, color tv, stereo, etc., only are frost- 
Ing on the cake and probably not worth 
the extra money they might cost. But if 
you can afford them, why not? 


There is still much disagreement be- 


tween the nation's recreational vehicle 
Industry and safety experts, however, 
which could eventually erupt into some 
strict regulation of motorhome and trail- 
er construction. No one is ready yet to 
prove just how safe, or unsafe, these 
types of recreational vehicles might be. 


But on July 28, near Cherry Hill, N.J., 


a truck-trailer rig rammed Into n motor- 
home on the New Jersey Turnjdke. The 
p r o p a n e tanks in the motorhome 
erupted; the vehicle was demolished and 
seven persons Inside were killed. 


A family of seven was making a cross- 


country tour near Eau Claire, Wis., last 
summer, when the driver lost control of 
tho family's new $8,000 motorhome. It 
lurched into a ditch and flipped over. 
Tho entire upper structure was sheared 
off and two persons were killed, five in- 
jured. 


Criticism from safety specialists is 


that many motor-homes and pickup 
campers offer little or no protection to 
occupants. They also maintain that most 
of the units have inadequate brakes and 
suspension systems, Inadequate visibil- 
ity, and appliances that can becoms leth- 
al projectiles in a collision or stdden 
stop. They also claim that many owners 
overload their units, drive them in un- 
safe wind and weather conditions and, 
worst of all, drive them too fast without 
adequate driving experience or training. 


It Is true, as Ralph Nader says, that 


there are no crash-worthiness standards 
for builders of recreational vehicles to 
meet. However, citing a handful of fatal]- 
lies Is not quite fair cither. 


Paul Dupro, an executive of the Recre- 


ational Vehicle Institute denies Nader's 
"unsafe complaints and maintains that 
owners of recreational vehicles generally 
have a better accident record than au- 
tomobile drivers. But his statement that 
"There's nothing to prove that recrea- 
tional vehicles are not crash-worthy," is 
woefully Inadequate. 


Wo have personally driven and "test- 


ed" more than a dozen different types of 
recreational vehicles, Including motor- 
homes and pickup campers and the dif- 
ference among them is so vast that it is 
Impossible and unfair to make any claim 
about ono that will fit all. 


The present motorhomo we are using, 


for example, has many features that 
make It totally unrelated to anything else 
we've driven. It maneuvers beautifully 
and handles easily. It gets about 10 miles 
to a gallon of gas, holds plenty of water 
and LP gas, the AC generator always 
works. The brakes seem to be capable of 
stopping It well within any "panic" 
range and the wheels have largo alumi- 
num fins to keep the brakes cool. 


It has dual wheels on the rear, doesn't 


feel top-heavy, doesn't sway In the wind, 
and, generally, as mentioned, Is a pure 
pleasure to drive. I feel quite safe and 
secure In It. 


On the other hand, I don't know If that 


elegant fiberglass body is reinforced with 
steel structural supports that would pro- 
tect us in a roll over or crash, I know 
that It has an escape hatch In case the 
vehicle were to turn over on Its side and 
seal up the single door. I would prefer a 
second door and I have yet to drive a 
rcc-vec that has ono. 


In short, you can buy whatever you 


want, Including safety. But don't assume 
that merely because a motorhome has a 
well advertised name or is built by a fa- 
miliar motor manufacturer that it Is, 
therefore, automatically safe. It may not 
be. 


You have to be able to test drive it 


first. You should probably buy a few is- 
sues of Trailer Travel magazine, which 
periodically runs technical tests on vari- 
ous vehicles. Since no one Is ready to 
agree with anyone else, you will have to 
devise your own set of safety standards 
and then try to find them in a unit you 
like. 


And most of all, you should put your 


ego in the second scat and frankly admit 
that you probably don't know how to 
drive the thing, arid get a lot of practice 
— steering, maneuvering, parking, back- 
Ing and highway driving. And drive it at 
reasonable speeds at all times. It's safer, 
more fun and you'll get better gas mile- 
age and sec more of the country.

Student describes Ecuador 


Life here Is very different but I will 


begin by telling you about my family. 
There ore 12 people living In our house. 
My mother and father, Cecilia 21, Lucia, 
20, Llla, 18, Ivan, IS, Maria, 13, Jose, 10, 
Vlnccnto, 7, and Diego, 3. Antonla 24 Is 
away In tho military and Galo, 22, and 
Hugo, 21 are away at school. I had to 
write all tho names down because every- 
tlmo I count I get a different number. 
We also have 12 pigeons, two roosters, 30 
chickens, three geese, three ducks, two 
goslings, three pigs, one goat, five dogs 
and two cats. So It Is really quite a fami- 
ly. 


My mother Is really sweet and the 


whole family Is so nice, I felt very much 
at home from tho beginning. They all 
wont to learn English because the 
classes In school ore bad. Llla says the 
teacher writes something on the board 
and they copy It In their notebooks but 
they never speak In class so no one can 
pronounce anything. My Spanish Is Im- 
proving because no one In my family 
speaks any English so I have to use-It all 
tho tlmo. It Is hard to understand when 
they talk fast, but when speaking to me 
they go more slowly. 


Loja Is a provincial capital In tho south 


of tho country and very old with few 
paved streets. It Is very common to see 
donkey and horse carts. Most of the 
people are poor but there arc some very 
bonutlful homes, too. Our house has a 


living room, dining room, kitchen, eight 
bedrooms and a bath and Is rather old 
and by U. S. standards poor but for Loja 
one of the better ones. There are no car- 
pets on the floors and the furniture is old 
and falling apart. The room that Cecilia 
and I share is one of the nicest In the 
house. There Is a little heater on the 
shower In the bathroom and that is the 
only place In the house with warm water. 
Wo have two maids who come every 
morning and go home at night, and occa- 
sionally a chicken or rooster will wander 
through the kitchen. 


For breakfast I usually take a cup of 


tea, cookies and a glass of juice. Mom 
usually has a.cup of coffee with me. The 
rest of the family has already left. Ev- 
eryone returns to the house at noon for a 
big dinner. We have soup with every 
meal, rice at every meal (I'm glad I like 
rice), sometimes a potato or vegetable 
and a type of beef and a roll. Every 
meal Is pretty much the same with little 
variation. At 2:30 everyone returns to 
work until 6 or a little later. We usually 
have tea around 4 with cookies, bread or 
cake, and we eat supper around 7:30. We 
spend tho rest of the evening with friends 
or go to a movie. 


I went on a short term exchange to 


Guayaquil for a week. It is a 45-mlnute 
flight from Loja to this largest city in 
Ecuador and chief port My sister and 
friends met me and we drove around the 


city and had a "hamburger," a little dlf- 
ferent from home but very good. The 
real highlight of my trip was a visit from 
Maria de la Torre (our AFS student at 
Maine West three years ago). It was 
such fun seeing her again and talking 
about school, teachers, and friends. She 
will be moving to L. A. with her family 
In August so we hope to get together 
again next spring in Des Plalnes. 


I'm really glad that I've had this op- 


portunity to come to Ecuador. 


Even though life is quite different here 


in Loja and even poor by our standards 
the people are just super fantastic. Ev- 
eryone Is so friendly and warm and I 
love them all. There is always a party 
somewhere and everyone dances and has 
a good time. I know I will never forget 
this experience.

Headstart's home 


I am a concerned mother of three. I 


would like my youngest son to continue 
to attend the Hcadstart program. How- 
ever, I am concerned that this may not 
be possible. 


Since the Headstart central office In 


Pioneer Park was destroyed by fire In 
June this year, they have not been able 
to find suitable office space. 


Tho Headstart program in our area 


does a fantastic job of giving children 
from low-Income families experiences 
that they might not otherwise get. Some 
of the families speak only Spanish, which 
hinders the children greatly when they 
attend school because the public schools 
do not have the facilities for tho most 
part to teach them English. Headstart 
does fulfill this need. Don't get tno 
wrong, Hcadstart Is not only for Spanish 
speaking children; It has done a lot for 
my child also. 


Without a central office Hcadstart does 


not have a way of communicating with 
the families It services or receiving 
emergency calls from Its centers. They 
are temporarily housed at the Northwest 
Mental Health Clinic until the end of this 
month. 


I know the program has searched des- 


perately for an office big enough for five 
people. They have contacted the major- 
ity of schools, churchs, park districts, 
etc., and hove been entirely unsuccessful 
In their cause. 


Isn't there anyone in this affluent sub- 


urb who con help by donating office 
space to this worthy cause? Their need is 
desperate and time is running out for 
them. Tho number is 394-9390.

Before I left, I indicated my approval 


of the police ticketing law-breaking cy- 
clists..! consider myself a serious bike 
rider, going on tours, riding frequently, 
etc., and I try to obey traffic laws when- 
ever I can. 


To my amazement, Sgt. Weber in- 


formed me that mine was the first favor- 
able comment he's had since they in- 
itiated the program. 


Not unexpectedly, parents of small 


children called in, complaining. What 
these parents obviously do not realize Is 
that their child was breaking a law, one 
set up to protect them from harm. Ail 
tho cycling fatalities in Arlington Heights 
this year were a direct result of a rider 
Ignoring a traffic signal or regulation. 


Sgt. Weber also told me the stiffest 


opposition was coming from area bike 
clubs, another surprise to me. I had 
thought these groups would support the 
police measures, to help protect their 
members from injury. 


One of the most popular arguments 


against enforcing regulations on cyclists 
is "when cars start giving me my legal 
rights, I'll start obeying their laws." 
That Is really stupid, to put It bluntly. 
You cannot expect someone in a car to 
grant you all your rights when you are 
running stop signs, lights, riding on the 
wrong side of the road and weaving 
around in front of him. In England, cy- 
clists and motorists get along well be- 
cause both follow the law and respect 
each others' rights. The same can hap- 


pen here if bike riders take the first step. 


You may ask why the cyclist should 


take the first step. The answer Is simple. 
We on bikes have a lot more to lose than 
any motorists. We can be dead in a min- 
ute without so much as a dented fender 
In return. It's that serious.

recently called Watergate an expensive 
circus.

There was no need for Nixon's raid on 


Watergate to uncover any pro-communist 
sympathies of George McGovcrn.

On December 8, 1972, readers will re- 


call that a United Air Lines plane 
crashed at Midway mysteriously killing 
every person who might have easily 
blown the lid off Watergate. There was 
Mrs. Dorothy Hunt, the wife of E. How- 
ard Hunt and also a CIA agent herself; 
Michele Clark, a CBS newswoman who 
was getting ready to do a story on Wat- 
ergate; and two attorneys for Northern 
Natural Gas Company of Omaha who 
were also preparing a case against the 
Watergators. I believe it ironically con- 
venient that the signal which tells the 
pilot of the plane where he is stopped 
working, as did the flight data recorder, 
as did the captain's altimeter, "circuit 
breakers started popping out all over," 
the plane had no lights and the Air Traf- 
fic Control at Midway "forgot" to tell the 
captain that the Kedzie Localizer was not 
working. Further, every agency which 
subsequently and offically investigated 
this plane crash was headed by a recent 
Nixon appointment. Most astounding of 
information is that only the bodies of 
those persons involved with Watergate 
and the plane's pilot who died in the 
plane crash contained about four times 
the amount of cyanide necessary to kill a 
person. Some other "experts" claim this 
is due to burning of some sort of foam 
plastics.
